I prepared and served dinner, had a 
glimpse of my ‘‘master,’’ repeated the 
‘erumb” appropriating act and washed 
the dishes. It was then exactly 8 
o'clock. And I certainly was tired. 

While washing the dishes, my mis- 
tress instrficted me to have breakfast 
on Sunday morning at 8 o’clock. She 
said on week day mornings I should 
get up at 5:30 so as to have breakfast 
ready hy 7. 

That, I figured, would cause me to 
be on duty from 5:30 a. m. until 8 p. m., 
in all 14% hours. 

This household seemed quite model 
and everything was as convenient in 
arrangement as one ever finds in a 
home, but neverthe- 
less I was physical- 
ly worn out and 
imagined how lone- 
ly it would be to 
creep off uv to the third floor, to the 
dull, bare little room assigned me, 
without a chance for a bright, cheering 
chat with anyone who had the least 
care for me, except for the amount of 
work which I accomplished.  Antici- 
pating a future of this monotonous ex- 
istence would have seemed a most cruel 
fate. 

I had told her that I wished to go 
home when I had finished the work after 
dinner, so when I got on my hat and 
coat, T said, ““Mrs. Blank, I am going 
home now and I won't be back.” 

The barometcr indicated a storm, 

“You see.’ I continued. ‘“‘this 
keeps me engaged for nearly fifteen 
hours a day and I do not even have my 
Sundays to myself. I believe that I can 
get employment where I will not have 
to work more than nine hours a day and 
will have my evenings and Sundays.”

Here was a prosperous woman, in her 
own luxurious home, surrounded by ev- 
ery comfort, who would take advantage 
of a friendless servant girl, just because 
in a selfish rage she felt her disappoint- 
ment at being obliged to forfeit her 
command of a useful, competent serv- 
ant, who was really contending for a 
principle in behalf of the servant girl 
who doesn’t always have a champion of 
her cause. 


In a sense of justice, I saw only 
what such a circumstance would mean 
to a girl unaccustomed to caring for 
her own interests. The helplessness of 
one in such a position appealed to me, 
but I really was staggered myself, so I 
started to leave, defeated. 


Once on the street, under the quiet 
stars, the fullest import of the situation 

forced itself upon 

me. A servant 

girl's physical 

strength is her only 

stock in trade, and 
she sells that for so much per week. I 
was physically exhausted from manual 
labor, and I had received no recom- 
pense. The principle of the thing pos- 
seesed me. 

With the desperation of the desire to 
see this wrong righted, I turned back 
and rang the bell, thinking maybe she 
had been impulsive but not intention- 
ally heartless or dishonest. 

“l beg your pardon for intruding 
again,”’ I began, in the most respectful 
and conciliatory manner at my com- 
mand. Candidly, I was more anxious, 
just at that moment, to exonerate wom- 
ankind in general of such gross irra- 
tionality by affording this woman the 
opportunity of retribution than to win 
out on my own personal point. It was 
anything but a. charming face which 
upon her own efforts for her mainte- 
fully appointed reception hall. *

My next experience as a domestic was 
very different in one respect, but there 
were still many points of similarity. 

This time 1 got a position in a Port- 
land place mansion as dining-room and 
downstairs girl. Besides myself there 
was a girl to do the upstairs work, a 
cook, vard man, laundress and a seam- 
stress. With this many servants the 
work did not fall heavily on anyone. 
The servants’ quarters on the third 
flocr were in keeping with the charac- 
ter of the house. The rooms were light 
and airy, nicely furnished and conven- 
ient to two bathrooms for the servants’

use. 
Among the servants there existed a 


sort of gocd-fellowship, even though we 
were a mixture of colors. Servants are 
servants and color is only an incident. 
However, the white ones, in this case, 
were giveu some consideration over the 
negroes. Even to eat in the same kitch- 
en with someone for company seemed 
preferable to those solitary meals when 
I was the general housework girl. 

For my work: 1 wore a dress of black, 
with the customary white apron, collar, 
cuffs and bow. 

The work was of the lightest sort. I 
had to be presentable and accesible to 
go to the door when the bell rang. This 
was tiresome only because | was darn- 
ing stockings between times on the third 
foor and had to make quite a kt of 
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trips un and down the stairs. Serving 
the meals and caring for the downstairs 
rooms completed the detail of my duties. 


In hiring me the mistress had asked 
the same questions which I had en- 
countered at all of the other places, in- 
cluding, ‘“‘Do you have any young man 
who calls on you?” 

I said, ‘“‘No, I will not have any com- 
pany,’ because I knew that I would not 
stand any chi.nce at 
&€il if I. confessed 
any fondness _ for 
‘‘society.’’ This place 
undoubtedly had 
less disadvantages, from the servant 
girl’s viewpoint, than any others which 
I had looked over or could imagine. For 
a faithful girl it would mean a good 
home (this time the words would really 
mean for the girl herself) and a great 
many comforts in a material way, but 
that would be the only future which 
anyone could see in anticipation. 

There is no denyimg or evading the 
fact that a servant even in this pleasant 
environment would never be able to 
overstep the social gulf which is so In- 
finitely wide between servants who work 
in a nousehold and their employers, and 
which, on occasions in the business 
world, closes entirely and employer and 
employe meet on the same footing. 

After my former experience in resign- 
ing my position, I was quite prepared. 
and quite expected a.similar outburst. 
I was very agreeably surprised when 
my mistress said that she was very 
sorry to have me leave because she 
thought that I would have found it a 
Pieasant home. 

“l will pay you for your work thus 
far,” she said. 

This was so different from my former 
encounter that I nearly lost my breath, 
but I found voice to reply, ‘No, indeed, 
I do not wish you to pay me for my 
work.” 

I apologized for leaving but explained 
that 1 could -realize that there is ab- 
golutely no future .

would do in any

The work is laid out in such a way 
that there !s. no confusion and every 
worker knows just what Is expected 

Housewives have overlooked the ffn- 
portance of meeting this competition 
by providing corresponding comforts In 
their homes and the consequence has 
been that their husbands are able to 
employ all the help they need at the 
expense of losing their household help. 

Arrayed in the same clothing which 
had served me as a house servant, I 
presented myself, with my luncheon un- 
der my arm, at the office of a factory 
where a great number of women and 
girls are emploved. I was simply rall- 
roaded in and even before asking for 
my name the foreman, “Jack,”” took me 
up to the third floor where I was to 
learn to make paper boxes.

KANSAS HAS BlG 
CROP OF APPLES 


Sedgwick County Growers Prof- 
it From Arkansas River 
Underflow. 


WICHITA, Kan., Nov. 17.—The apple 
crop of -‘Sedgwick County will be 200,000 
bushels this year. This estimate is 
made by W. F. Schell, a great apple 
grower and horticulturist. 


Mr. Schell bases his estimate upon ob- 
servation and by comparison with the 
crop of 190, which totaled 118,000 bush- 
els. Other estimates place it at from 
150,000 bushels up. 

‘Not only will this year’s crop be one 
of the largest ever gathered in Sedg- 
wick County,” said Mr. Schell, “but it 
will be one of the finest. J don’t be- 
lieve I ever saw a crop where the per- 
centage of sound apples was greater 
than this year. Not nearly all have 
been gathered yet.”’ 

Sedgwick County is not the greatest 
apple growing county in the State. Rath- 
er, it has not that reputation, though 
the fruit men declare that in time it 
will take its place at the hrad. Most 
of the apples are grown in the low- 
lands and creek bottoms, though a few 
— orchards are found on the  up- 

8. 


The Arkansas River underflow, of 
which so much was heard during the 
recent and still pending Kansas-Colo- 
rado sult, has a great influence in apple 
growing. In the valley of the Arkansas, 
within several miles of the banks, at 
least, there is that ever-present sheet of 
water—the underflow.

Down go 
the apple tree roots to this moist strat- 
um of mother earth, and no matter how 
dry the summer, the tree flourishes and 
bears fruit.

Quicksands, Glaciers and the 
Treacherous Moraines Con- 
tributed Dangers. 








MANY NARROW ESCAPES 


Adventurous Men Found Life 
One Long Thrill and 
Surprise, 





SAN FRANCISCO, Nov.’ 17.—Members 
of the Alaska Boundary Commission, on 
their return from the perilous journey 
among and beyond the gold fields 
of the North, bring with them, not 
only valuable information concerning the 
division line between the United States 
and Canada, but stories of adventure and 
personal danger. While much work has 
been done, the commissioners regret 
they could not complete their task be- 
cause of the rains, which in some in- 
stances extended over 17 days. 

Fremont Morse, leader of the expedi- 
tion, was assisted by several experienced 
men, two of whom, A. Mosheim and L. 
Netland, have been with him since he 
began the work. ‘Theodore Riggs and E. 
Martin, although new in the work, had 
had considerable experience in similar 


lines of investigation. 
Morse personally did the work on the 


highest peaks between Mount St Elias 
and Yakutat Bay, while the others, un- 
der guidance of Netland, explored the 
territory up the Alaska River. 

While constant mountain climbing 
made the approach of a high peak a 
part of the routine, the men enjoyed 
their trips up steep cliffs with its ac- 
companying danger of snow slides and 
falls on glaciers, as much as the tour- 
‘jst on the Alps, who seeks the danger 


as sport... 

At times the ice opens in deep cracks. 
These open so suddenly under one’s feet 
that the climber hardly has a chance 
to seek for safety. In one of these 
cracks one of the explorers suddenly 
found himself hanging whtie his fingers 
clutched tne sharp. cold edge of the 
icc. Under him was a_ botto Tr less 
chasm, over him a gray sky. He yel.ed 
ami his companions responded in time 
to save him. 

Death Lurks in Moraines. 

The ice, with all its unpleasantness 
and dangers, however, is not as bad, 
according to the explorers, as the mor- 
aines. These are described as accumu- 
lations of debris formed by the crum- 
bling of rocks collected on top of 
glaciers. Immense boulders, worn and 
slippery from their progress down the 
mountains, angular chunks of granite, 
bits of rocks shivered into fragments of 
needle-like sharpness combine to make 
the path dangerous. 

In some places 2 little soil is 
gathered on the moraines and arctic 
plants gain root, particularly alder 
trees. Then the ice, which is the foun- 
dation, melts and the whole thing turns 
over, forming one of the most curious 
freaks of nature. 

The explorers of the Alaska Rivef?, ac- 
cording to the statements of the com- 
missioners, faced the most dangers. 
This river was never before traced by 
white men, and if Indians ever tra- 
versed it, there are no records. The 
canoes were always in danger of being 
crushed by rocks and ice which were 
constantly plunging into the river from 
the mountains. Some glaciers project- 
ing into the stream were 600 feet high. 
Once while the Netland party was get- 
ting the canoes ready a rock plunged 
into the river and smashed one canos 
to pieces. The biggest piece of the 
boat found by Netland was ten inches 
long. 

Most of the explorers were Norweg- 
jans, and they christened their canoes 
after the royal family of Norway. One 
night while the boats were thought se- 
curely moored one of the men was 
awakened by terrific noises. He ran 
barefooted over the sharp stones to the 
boats. He found that Maud, the name- 
sake of the Norwegian Queen, had been 
carried by the wind to a bar 200 feet 
away and was being beaten against the 
rocks by the winds. With the help of 
his comrades, the boat was recovered 
and several days were spent in patching 


it. 
Following a Dead Goat. 

The explorers had some interesting 
hunting experience. In climbing over 
the glacier one day Greve shot a goat 
which was standing on a knoll near a 
big crack in the ice. The goat rolled 
down into the crack, where it lodged, 
lying crosswise some distance down. 
Greve did not mean to be cheated of 
his prey, and climbed down the side of 
the chasm, hanging on as best he could. 
When he had gone seven or eight feet 
down his precarious foothold suddenly 
gave way and he tumbled # feet. 

“here he stuck and bad time to find 
out which end he had w ost and 
also to measure his distance from the 
goat. Just then a great block of ice 
came rolling down the chasm and re- 
mained suspended immediately above t'¢ 
explorer. Greve concluded that he did 
not want the goat as badly as he had 
thought he did.

Greve came safely out of the chasm, 
and may live to risk his neck as many 
times on the future trips of the Alaska 
boundary commission as he has done in 
the past The goa’ is still there.

Eventually, I think, defense will be in- 
vented which will spoil most forward 
passes made from behind the line of 
scrimmage. 

We have all been learning together 
this season and in anything new, as the 
rules this year have been, it is hard 
to get our ideas concise and systema- 
tized until toward the end. Next year 
I expect to write another series of arti- 
cles similar to these, but I hope to have 
them more concise and instructive in 
every way. 

There is one great axiom in football 
which I will wind up with as a climax. 

Systems of play, tricks, etc., are 
nothing in importance as compared to 
the rudiments of the game, so, therefore, 
spend more time and thought on the 
rudiments than you do on systems.

‘The chances are that he will be re- 
ported reformed, at least that is what 
the Federal! officers here think, because 
they say he is an unusually bright boy. 

United State Marshal Mackey has just 
returned after leaving John in the Re- 
Yorm School. He says that on the trip 
John made friends with the women in 
the car and that they soon learned his 
story and ali of them taiked with him 
and some of them’ gave him small coins.

17.—Radical 
changes in the divorce laws of Ten- 
nessee will be made in January if the 
approaching Legislature adopts a bill 
being prepared in Memphis by Albert 
W. Biggs, a lawyer, 1320 Carr avenue, 


which will be introduced in the General 
Assembly by Gov. John I. Cox. who 


will become Senator Cox after Malcolm 
R. Patterson is formally made Gover- 
nor. 

The new bill is one of-the results of 
the national divorce congress. Bishop 
Thomas F. Gailor and, the Rev. 
William E, Thompson were delegates 
to this congress and suggested the law 
for Tennessee. 

What opposition, if any, the bill will 
have is not known. On the other hand, 
the ministers and various associations 
and organizations will aid in securing 
its passage. 

According to the proposed Dill, the 
causes for annulment of the marriage 
contract will include consanguity and 
affinity, existing marriage, fraud, force 
or cgercion and insanity.

Indictment Against Dyer, Who 
Is Released at Once on 
$10,000 Bonds. 


A Post-Dispatch reporter learned yes- 
terday that the examination of the cage 
of Receiving Teller David P. Dyer, Jr., 
of the St. Louis Subtreasury, on the 
was brought about 
by a quarrel which Dyer had the night 
before with a bartender in a well-known 
downtown buffet. Ralph P. Johnson, 
cashier and chief clerk in the Sub- 
treasury, witnessed the trouble and his 
examination of Dyer’s cage the next 
morning followed. 

Dyer, who is a son of U. S. District 
Attorney D. P. Dyer, was indicted yes- 
terday by the Federal grand jury on 
two counts, charging the embezzlement 
of $61,500 from the Subtreasury. 

Johnson is said to have watched Dyer 
for some time while the latter was in 
the buffet, noting his every act, his 


| conversation and the amount of money 


he displayed and spent. 

When the Subtreasury was opened the 
next morning Johnson went to Dyer 
and, reminding him of what had hap- 
pened the night .before, told him he 
was going to check up his cage. Dyer 
promptly consented and not long after- 
wards left his cage. 

Before he left his cage, it is said, 
Dyer borrowed $61,500 from Ferguson to 
balance his cash. The claim of one of 
Dyer’s bondsmen is that Dyer, knowing 
he was short that sum borrowed to 
temporarily hide the discrepancy. Fer- 
guson, who has been reticent ever since 
the investigation,, has made but one 
statement.. In it ‘he said he was en- 
tirely innocent of any wrongdoing. He 
refused to be interviewed after the ex- 
clusive publication in the Post-Dispatch 
that Dyer was caught returning $61,500 
in bills to Ferguson's cage after Jdhn- 
son’s examination of his accounts. 

Last night when told of the statement 
of the Dyer bondsmen, he refused to 
talk about it. 


Saw Money Thrown, 


When Johnson checked up Dyer’s 
cage he found that the books and cash 
balanced and he went back to his desk. 
He is said to have been suspicious and, 
keeping an eye on Dyer, a few minutes 
later he saw Dyer throw the bundle of 
money into Ferguson's cage. 

Johnson, after another count, found 
Dyer $61,500 short and immediately con- 
fronted Dyer with what he had seen. 
Subtreasurer Akins was called into the 
conference and the first admission from 
Dyer was obtained. Dyer confessed that 
his cage was short the $61,500, but said 
he had not taken the money and could 
not account for the shortage. He said 
he had been carrying the shortage from 
Sept. 27 to that day, Oct. 5, and thad not 
been able to discover where the discrep- 
ancy lay. 

The matter was at once reported to 
Washington by Subtreasurer Akins; As- 
sistant Treasurer Gideon C,. Bantz and 
his corps of assistants were sent to St. 
Louis to begin their investigation and 
count of the $20,000,000 in the local sub- 
treasury and Secret Service operatives 
were assigned to the case. 

At the conclusion of the investigation 
the books in the Subtreasury were found 
no be correct, but the money was miss- 
ng. 

In the meantime Secret Service oper- 
atives, under the direct supervision of 
Chief John E. Wilkie, were working 
day and night, delving into Dyer’s life 
for the last four or five years. The re- 
sult of their labors was the array from 
the sporting world that testified before 
the grand jury last week as to Dyer's 
spending proclivities, 

The grand jury finished its work on 
the case for the present shortly after 
noon Friday, adjourning until yesterday 
morning that the indictment they had 
voted against Dyer might be properly 
drawn. up. 


Bonudsmen Were Ready. 


At 10 o’clock yesterday morning the 
19 members of the grand jury, having 


spent nearly three days in the inquisi- 
tion, filed into the United States Court- 
room in the Federal Building. 
Every arrangement to avoid any delay 
in the formalities of the indictment and 
arraignment of Dyer had been made in 
advance. A plea of not guilty was made 
and ten representative citizens of Pike 
County, the old home of the Dyer fam- 
lly, were on hand to give the $10,000 bond 
that was asked for the indicted teller's 
appearance whenever he might be sum- 
moned into court. 
Prominent among these bondsmen 
were Congressman Champ Clark and 
David A. Ball of Loutsiana, Mo. Dyer 
is to appear In court Jan 8 when a pos-

Annulment and Divorce. 


The first subject dealt with was an- 
nulment of marriage for causes exist- 
ing at the time of the marriage. <A 
clear distinction exists between mar- 
riages ‘‘void"” and ‘“‘voidable,’’ because2 
of obstacles to their legality when per- 
formed, and those in which causes for 
divorce arise after the marriage by mis- 
conduct of either party. 

Suits for annulment rest on the theory 
that the marriage never was of binding 
force upon the innocent party who seeks 
to have it annulled: while suit for di- 
vorce proper asserts the legality or bind- 
ing force upon both of the marital re- 
lation at its inception, but indicates that 
there has been some violation of the 
marital obligation that constitutes a 
cause for divorce in favor of the inno- 
cent and injured party. 

The proposed act provides, as causes 
for annulment, any of the following 
causes existing at the time of the mar- 
riage: 

A. Incurable physical incapacity, the 
party making the application having 
been ignorant of such incapacity at the 
time of the marriage. 

B. Consanguinity or a. unity, accord-

C. Marriage while either of the par-

tion say: 

“While the above causes for annul- 
ment of the marriage contract for di- 
vorce from the bonds of matrimony and 
for legal separation or divorce seem to 
be in accordance with the legislation 
of a large number of American states, 
this Congress, desiring to see the num- 
ber of causes reduced rather than in- 
creased, recommends that no additional 
causes should be recognized in any 
State; and in those states where causes 
am restricted, no change is called for.’’ 


Insane Wife Favored. 


As before stated, the six zrounds 
specified as causes for divorce from the 
bonds of matrimony are also stated in 
this act as grounds for legal separation 
Or divorcee from and board, with 
this additional ground, to-wit: 

‘Hopeless insanity of the husband.” 

The reason for this last ground in fa- 
vor of the wife, and not the husband, 
where the wife becomes insane, rests

upon two grounds: 

1. If the wife becomes the 
husband should still support her.

Mrs. Florence Cahill Begins 
Action Against Relatives. 


Mrs. Florence Cahill filed suit in the 
Circuit Court yesterday as executor of 
the estate of John F. Cahill, against 
James G. Cahill, Daniel W. Cahill, Mary 
Cahill Burke and the Cahill Realty Co., 
for an accounting of the estate of Dan-

John F, Cahill, the husband of Mrs.

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ESPERANTO AN AI 
FOR CHURCH WORK 


Preacher to Teach Classes in 
New International 
‘Language, 


COLUMBUS, O., Nov. 17.—Rev. Harv- 
ey C. Coburn, pastor of the Mayflower 
Congregational Church, Main street and 
Ohio avenue, is making preparations to 
teach Esperanto, the universal lan- 
guage, to a class to be composed of 
members of his congregation. 

Rev. Mr. Colburn’ said: “I know 
many believe the study of Esperanto to 
be a fad and it may be that it will die 
out, but so far as I can see I believe it 
to pe the most useful of the ideas that 
have advanced in recent years. 

“By its use the English-speaking man 
can converse with the Frenchman, Ger- 
man, Russian, Spaniard or those of any 
other race who may: have given a few 
weeks’ study to the universal language, 
without trouble and without having 
studied any of the other languages. 

‘‘T am informed and am satisfied that 
it is true that three or four weeks’ 
study will familiarize anyone with Es- 
peranto. It cannot but be of value to 
firms that have to employ interpre- 
ters to look after their foreign corre- 
spondence,”’ 

Rev. Mr. Colburn’s attention was first 
attracted to this at a Christian En- 
deavor convention, where one of the del- 
egations used Esperanto almost exclu- 
sively in conducting its private busi- 
ness.

Iowa Man Confesses in Court 
Crime He Had Stoutly 
Denied. 


DES MOINES, lIo., Nov. 17.—A Leon 
(Io.) special to the Capital says: George 
Oberholtzer, guilty of the brutal mur- 
der of his wife last spring, will expi- 


ate his crime in the penitentiary with 
a long sentence, probably 2 years. 
What little doubt of this remained was 
removed when he appeared in court 
here and through his attorney withdrew 
a plea of not guilty and substituted 
one of guilty. The plea was accepted 
by the Court, who deferred passing 
sentence upon the prisoner, but who is 
confidently expected to give him 25 
years. The murder was committed at 
Grand River. 

No more cowardly and coolly premed- 
{tated murder ever disgraced this coun- 
ty than the one Oberholtzer committed. 
He shot his wife as she was returning 
from church one Sunday evening last 
May. He had been at a ball game at 
Van Wert in the afternoon and return- 
ing to Grand River did not go home, 
but knowing that his wife would attend 
church waylaid her. He met her on 
a dark side street and shot her twice,: 
one bullet piercing the abdomen and the 
other finding its lethal way to her heart. 

Then he watched the crowd rush to 
her. A few minutes later he himself 
joined the throng. His demeanor while 
not particularly strange, yet aroused 
suspicion and immediately following the 
Coroner's inquest he was arrested. 

Oberholtzer at first denied all knowl- 
edge of the crime and entered a plea of 
not gullty, which has been withdrawn 
and one of guilty in the second degree 
entered.

Capt. Edward 0’M. Condon Is 
Still Working for Free- 
dom of Ireland. 





COMRADE OF “MARTYRS” 





Was With the Party That 
Killed Guard and Rescued 
Two Condemned Men. 


Captain Edward O’Meagher Condon, 
surviving comrade of the ‘“‘Three Man- 
chester Martyrs,’ who were executed 
in England for their part in the Irish 
rebellion of 1867, and an enthusiastic 
Irish-American leader in the support 
of John Redmond, the Irish leader in 
the British Parliament, departed last 
night for Atchison, Kan., after spend- 
ing several days in St. Louis on busi- 
ness, 

While in St. Louis Captain Condon 
was warmly greeted by a number of 
Irish-Americans who consulted with 
him regarding the movement in 
America to gain home rule and a con- 
stitution for Lreland. 

Captain Condon says every lover 
of Ireland in America should further 
the efforts of the people in that coun- 
try to gain more concessions from 
the British Parliament and to eventu- 
ally gain a constitution. While a be- 
liever in physical force he endorses 
the policy of Mr. Redmond and the 
United Irish League in their work to 
Kalin without violence the fredom of 
Ireland. 

“Unless the irish succeed in gaining 
concessions from Parliament to make 
living conditions in Ireland today 
more tolerable,’ said he, ‘‘and thereby 
Btop the flow of emigration to Amer- 
ica, the remnant of the Irish people 
low on its native soil must soon be 
wiped out. All Irish-Americans should 
fully realize the ‘seriousness of the 
Situation and combine to perpetuate 
the Irish race in Ireland.” 


Served in the Civil War. 


Captain Condon is now employed in 
he Government architectural work. 
He was a member of Corcoran’s Irish 
brivade in the Civil War, and was for 
years commander of Michael Corcoran 
Post 427. G. A. R., now consolidated 
with Shield’s Post 69. 

Capt. Condon is the creator of the 
Trish slogan, ‘‘God save Ireland,’ which 
was a part of his short reply when sen- 
tenced to be executed in England with 
four revolutionists, three of whom failed 
to escape punishment -and- have since 
been honored by the Irish as the “‘Three 
Manchester Martyrs.”’ 

Soon after the close of the Civil War 
Capt. Condon and a number of com- 
rades went to Ireland to take part in 
the uprising of 1867. The revolution was 
unsuccessful and a number returned to 
America. Condon and the ‘‘Three Man- 
chester Martyrs’’ remained, the Cap- 
tain being at that time the head of the 
Fenian organization in North England. 

The chief of the Fenians, Col. Kelly, 
and another Irish patriot, Dacy, were 
captured and condemned to be executed 
at Manchester, England. As the pris- 
oners were being taken in the prison 
van, a Jail on wheels, to the prison, 
Capt. Condon and about twelve Irish- 
men held up the van, routed the guard 
of twice their number and, in the sight 
of hundreds of English, released the 
prisoners, 


Killed Through Keyhele. 


Sergt. Brett, the English soldier who 
had the keys of the prison van, brave- 
ly refused to surrender them. The solid 
walls of the van resisted the efforts of 
the Irishmen and one of the party fired 
his revolver into the keyhole of the 
door in an attempt to break the lock. 
The bullet passed through an pierced 
Sergt. Brett's brain. A woman pris- 
oner took the Keys from his pocket and 
opened the door. 

Larkin, Allen and O’Brien, the ‘‘Man- 
chester Martyrs,’’ and Condon were 
captured and condemned to death for 
the killing of Sergt Brett. When he 
was asked if he had anything to say, 
after sentence had been passed, Capt. 
Condon. defiantly replied in the words 
whivh have become historic: “I have 
nothing to regret, nothing to retract. 
All I have to say is, ‘God save lre- 
land.’ ’’ 

Through the efforts of the United 
States Secretary of State Condon’s sen- 
tence was commuted to life imprison- 
ment. He was imprisoned for 11 years 
before the American Government pro- 
cure hig release. 

Capt. Condon is well known in Wash- 
ington and in New York. He is a mem- 
ber of the bar in the former.city and 
has been a member of the New York 
Press Club for 25 years.

The anniversary of the execution of 
the ‘‘Manchester Marytrs’’ has come to 
be widely observed by patriotic Irish- 
men. The 39th anniversary, Nov. 23, 
will be commemorated in St. Louis at 
the Hibernian Hall Friday night. Rey. 
Father Lavery of the Hely Rosary 
Church will. address the meeting on 
“The Principles of the Men Who Died 
for Irish Liberty.’’ Stereopticon views 
of scenes in each of the 32 counties of 
Ireland will be given by Jamés L. Daw- 
son and Peter Golden.

Beckham, Nominated on Tem- 
perance Platform, Always 
Successful, 


HE IS 387 THIS MONTH 


Two Elections to Succeed Him- 
self as Governor New 
Record, 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 17.—John 
Crepps Wickliff Beckham, age 37, is to 
be the next Senator from Kentucky. He 
is the youngest Senator-elect in the 
United States, and when he takes his 
seat he will be the youngest member. 
He has been Governor of Kentucky for 
nearly seven years. 

He became Governor of the bourbon 





commonwealth when he was just one 
month within the requisite age limit of 
30 years. Having succeeded to the chair 
of the chief executive once through the 
death of Goy. William Goebel, he has 
been elected twice to succeed himself, 
a record without a parallel in Ken- 
tucky’s history. 

When Beckham first became Governor 
he was iooked upon as a man of un- 
usual luck. He was regarded as ‘‘the 
accident of an accident,” albeit a tras- 
ic one, he having succeeded Goebel 
because he was Lieutenant-Governor 
when Goebel was assassinated. 

But Beckham has long since demon- 
strated that it is not all good fortune 
for him. In the face of the most de- 





termined opposition, and a strong dis- 
position on the part of the older poli- 
ticlans to oust him as a ‘‘young up- 
start,’’ he has not only held his own, 
but won every political battle he has 
fought. 

Has Snctirea Old Senators. 


In retaining his post of Governor of 
Kentucky he has met and defeated the 


most astute politicians of the State. 
He has swept ruthlessly from his path 
Joseph Clay Stiles Blackburn and James 
B. McCreary. the senators from Ken- 
tucky. Blackburn tried to crush him. 
Instead Beckham sent him back to pri- 
yate life and sent Judge Thomas H. 
Paynter to the Senate to succeed Black- 
burn. 

Then Beckham decided to go to the 
Senate himself. Senator James B. Mc- 
Creary, who was a member of Congress 
hefore Beckham was born, was his op- 
ponent. When the Democratic primary 
returns came in it was soon seen that 
the youthful Beckham had added anoth- 
er victory to his list and McCreary’s 
scalp to his belt. 

Beckham is certainly a political prodi- 





gy. In addition to the fact that he goes 
to the United States Senate at such an 
early age, it must be remembered that 
he hag won the Democratic nomination 
which is equivalent to election, on the 
temperance issue. That he should do 
this in Kentucky, of all states, will] 
cause the outside world to wonder. 

But Beckham pitched his campaign 
squarely upon this issue. He went be- 
fore the Democrats of Kentucky with 
the claim that he was an advocate of 
temperance. In suppprt, he potnted ta 
the fact that. he had pushed the most 
exfreme temperance legislation through 
the Kentucky Legislature and made 
Louisville, the chief. city of the State. 
shut its saloons tight on Sunday. And 
Kentucky, which has 253 distilleries and 
82 dry counties in paradoxical conjunc- 
tion, has shown that it is a temperance 
State by sending Beckham to the United 
States Senate. 

Fighting Whisky Interests. 

In his campaign Beckham met the bit- 
ter opposition of the whisky interests. 
He was beaten in the cities and the 
large towns, but the country districts, 
where temperance prevails, pulled him 
through. It has been charged bv Beck- 
ham’s friends that the whisky interests 
spent $250,000 in an effort to beat him 
as an object lesson. It ts beyond doubt 
that they exerted themselves to the ut- 
most. 

In return, Beckham its expected to‘cali 
an extra session of the Legislature in a 
short time and put through some de- 
cided temperance legislation. Louisville, 
which rolled up 7000 against him, is ex- 
pecting a very tight-fitting “‘lid’’ as its 
penalty. 

beckham was born in Bardstown. Ky., 
November, 1869. He was the grandson 
ot Gov. Wickliff. and comes of one of 
the oldest families in Kentucky. His 
mother has the distinction of being the 
daughter of a Governor of Kentucky 
and the mother of a Governor of Ken- 
tucky. Beckham had a prediliction for 
politics and when 11 years old won his 
first election as page in the Kentucky 
Legislature. _He has never been beaten 
{n his life.

Texas the prickly pear has long been 
regarded as an unmitigated nuisance, 
although during seasons of drouth the 
ranchmen have found it a very good 
cattle food after the spines are re- 
moved by burning. 

Since thé impetus given the making 
of denatured alcohol it is clatmed that 
there is a bonanza to be reaped from 
these cactus lands of Texas as a ma- 
terial for manufacturing alcohol, and at 
several points in West Texas arrange- 
ments are being made to soon begin 
work with portable stills, which will be 
moved around in the cactus region as 
the supply diminishes. Owners of this 
cactus land are figuring on some big 
revenue when the alcohol making be- 
- gins, and it is an experiment that is 
being watched with much interest 
throughout the State. 


The feeding of this prickly pear to 
stock has also been given a new I!Im- 
petus in consequence of some experi- 
ments that have recently been made 
and the boost given the idea by the 
Federal authorities at Washington. As 
a result of careful experiments it has 
been shown that a ration producing 
between one and a quarter and one and 
a half pounds of butter per day cost 
about 123 cents, when pear, rice, bran 
and cotton-seed meal were fed. 

Good Flesh Producer. 

Although prickly pear is low in nu- 
tritive value from the chemical stand- 
point, the steer feeding experiment aiso 
shows that there is abundant justifica- 
tion for the practices in vogue of pre- 
paring. cattle for market upon prickly 
Bear and ecotton-seed meal. A gain cf 
one and three-quarters pounds per day 
at an expense of 3% cents per pound 
compares favarably with the feeding 
results obtained from standard feecs. 

Two experiments have recently been 
undertaken, both conducted under the 
“ Immediate supervision of ranchmen ia 
Southern Texas in co-operation with the 
Bureau of Plant Industry at Wash:ng- 
ton. The first test was undertaken_by 
Alexander Sinclair of San Antonio. The 
second was conducted by A. Cole- 
man ‘upon his ranch at Encinal, 

There are two species of the 
pear recognized in that portion of 
Texas whire the plant fiourishes. One 
is small and prostrate and of no speial 
value, the other has at least two forms, 
one with vellow spines and the other 
with spines red or brown at the Baa: 
There is also another variety found In 
South Texas and known as the blue 
rer. .. 

The cows selected for this exper 
ment were secured from the Sinclair 
herd. They were Holstein-Jersey 
stock. During the feeding period the 
cows were kept in separate pens and 
under separate sheds and were al - 
lowed to remain in th@ sheds or roam 
in the pens at will. One load of pear 
Was sufficient for a week's feed and 
at feeding time the* material was 
placed in a box and chopped with a 
spade into convenient size for the ani- 
mials to-eat. The grain was fed at 
milking time, and a ration of rough- 
age, consisting of pear or sorghum or 
hay, was fed three times a day. Pear 
was always fed after milking morn- 
ing and-evening, and about midday. It 
was the purpose during the entire 
period to feed all the pear the cows 
would eat. 

Pears Cost Only Buraing. 


It has been found impossible at this 
time to make an estimate that is at 
all reliable rewarding the cost of this 
item of the ration. The rancher gath- 
ers the pear upon his land as he would 
firewood, hence it costs him nothing. 
The cost of the other items of the ra- 
tion is as follows: Cotton seed meal, 
$22 per ton; rice bran, $13 per ton, 
sorghum hay, $7 per ton. One~ man 
can easilv burn pears for 100 cows 
and in addition thereto he can assist 
in the milking. He will use about ten 

allons of casoline each day in burn- 
ng the spines off of the cactus, and 
during the time this experiment was 
in progress the price of this commod- 
ity was 12 cents per gallon. The cost 
ne gh day's rations for each cow while 
pear without hay was being fed was 
13 cents. 
The conclusion at Washington is 
that the Texas cattle raiser has a very 
cheap feed at hand if he will only 

ive the matter the proper attention. 
any ranchmen in that section of the 
State have provided thémselves with 
pear burners, as they are called, which 
can be moved around over the pear- 
producing area and the spines burned 
off the plant as it is gathered. The 
slight scorching given the plant dur- 
ing the spine-burning process does not 
m to affect the taste, for cattle eat 
it with avidity, and it is apparent that 
had it not been for the spines on this 
plant the cattle would have long since 
Wined it out of existence.

So illustrative of its meaning was its 
Staging, and so illuminative of its spirit 
Was the musel setting, composed by 
Wilfam Furst, that from first to last 
the production blended in harmonies 
that were practically flawless.

Papers Stolen From East St. 
Louis Postoffice, No One 
Blamed. 


BEATEN 





HAD ASSAILED CANDIDATE 





City Delivery, Conducted by 
Distributing Agency, 
Seemed Incomplete.

Rev. W. E. Rutledge, editor of the 
Weekly Message and original advocate 
of the East Side “‘lid,”” is confined to 
bed at his home, 1102 Cleveland avenue, 
East St. Louis, as the result of injuries 
inflicted Thursday afternoon, when he 
was assaulted in his office by two men. 

The Federal grand jury, which for 
two weeks has been investigating the 
disappearance of the mail edition of 
the Weekly Message from the East St. 
Louis postoffice on the nigtht of Nov. 1, 
made its final report and adjourned Fri- 
day. No indictments were returned in 
the matter, and the responsibility for 
the disappearance of the papers was not 
fixed. 

In that edition, the last before the elec- 
tion of county officials, Rev. Mr. Rut- 
ledge made a personal attack on Charles 
‘sashel, candidate for sheriff on the Re- 
publican ticket, who has since been 
elected to that office. 

On the night of Nov. 8, two days after 
the election, Mr. Rutledge says he was 
attacked and dragged into an alley near 
Tenth street and Illinois avenue, while 
he was returnfhg home. During the 
struggle, he says, several buttons were 
pulled off his vest when he jerked 
away from his assailant and ran into 
the street. He charged Charles Cashel 
with the assault, and caused him to 


be arrested of a warrant charging as- | 


sault and battery, issued by Justice 


Brad y. 


The case was when Rev. 


dismissed 
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Mr. Rutledge announced that he could 
produce no witnesses to verify his state- 
ments concerning’ the assault. Cashel 
was in court with a number of witnesses 
by whom he said he could prove that 
he was talking to friends in a saloon at 
Tenth street and Illinois avenue at the 
time the assault was alleged to have 
occurred, 

Rev. Mr. Rutledge says that on the 
night of Nov. 3a beer bottle was thrown 
against the front door of his home and 
broken to pieces. After dark on elec- 
tion night, he declares, he saw a man 
skulking around his home with a drawn 
revolver. At other times, he says, he 
and his family have been annoyed and 
threatened. 

A Preacher and Publisher 

Five years ago Rev. Mr. Rutledge 
founded the Baptist Mission in the 
northern. part of East St. Louis. It 
later became the Second Baptist Church, 
of which the was minister for three 
years. In 1908 he founded the Weekly 
Message. For a year he continued to 
act as pastor. The paper published the 
news of East St. Louis churches, and 
was an exponent of reform ideas. 

He particularly antagonized the sa- 
loons and favored the passage of a local] 
option law. Two years ago he resigned 
as pastor and became pastor ot 
churches at Red Bud and Renault. He 
preaches in these churches on alternate 
Sundays and gives much of his weekly 
time to the publication of the Weekly 
Message. 

In February, 1905, he entered the field 
of politics by espousing the cause of 
the Home Protective League, a party 
having a fuil ticket in the field at the 
municipal election of the April follow- 
ing. The party declared for a docal op- 
tion law, raising of saloon licenses and 
for strict laws regulating the saloons. 

In this campaign Rev. Mr. Rutledge 
made several personal attacks on can- 
didates for office. The entire ticket of 
the party was defeated and the saloon 
element has since been very bitter 
against Mr. Rtuledge. 

Since that time he has kept up the 
fight on the liquor dealers, and has also 
made attacks on politicians. In edi- 
torials he has made statements con- 
cerning the moral characters of several 
men holding office. 

Wouldn't Answer Questions 

The late campaign was a bitter one 
and the excitement was intense at the 
time the Weekly Message. containing 





the attack on Cashel, appeared. Rev. 
Mr. Rutledge took the mail edition of 
his paper, consisting. of 3000 copies, to 
the East St. Louis Postoffice and paid 
the postage on them. Extra copies 
numbering 5000 were printed and deliv-

The mail edition was delivered to the 
Postoffice in four large bundles, each 
bundle a load for one man, and each tied 
tightly with a reope. The following 
Monday, Nov. 6, subscribers complained 
to Rev. Mr. Rutledge that they had not 
received their papers. Upon investiga- 
tion he found that the papers had not 
been delivered by the postal authorities. 
When he inquired the reason from Post- 
master Bader and Assistant Postmaster 
Rodenberg, he was told that the edition 
had not been delivered and that the 
entire. matter was in the hands of a 
pcestal inspector for investigation. They 
refused to answer other questions and 
refused to return the papers to him. 

When a _ Post-Dispatch reporter 
made inquiries, it developed that the 
papers were stolen from the postoffice 
between 6:30 p. m. Nov. 1, and 7 a. m. 
Nov. 2. This fact was not made 
known to Rev. Mr. Rutledge in time 
for him to reprint the edition.

San an investigation the following 
Tuesday, which was election day. The 
investigation was made at a secrey 
hearing, and Rev. Mr. Rutledge was 
not called to testify. He was not 
told what had become of his papers, 
although he made requests almost 
daily. 

How Mail Is Handled. 

The receiving room for second-ciass 
mail matter at the East St. Louis 
Postoffice is in the basement. The en- 
trance is through double wooden 
doors, opening into an alley. Outside 
these doors are double doors of iron 
bars, which, after business hours, are 
locked from the inside by a padlock. 
The padlock fastens on a staple on 
the inside of the doors. The wooden 
doors are also locked the inside. 
The room is about 15 féet long by 12 
feet wide. 

In a gorner to the left of the alley 
door stands a scale for weighing mail. 
On the right is a long table extend- 
ing along the side of the room, and 
is used in distributing mail. Behind 
this are the pigeon holes for mail, 
Back of the wall is a space for hang- 
ing mail pouches. In an adjoining 
room is the furnace room. Almost im- 
mediately in front of the door and 
across the room is a stairway leading 
to the postoffice department on the 
main floor. At one side is an entrance 
leading to the mail carriers’ rest 
room. 

Another entrance is provided in front 
of the building for the mail carriers. 
Postal regulations forbid carriers to vis- 
it the receiving room. When Rev. Rut- 
ledge delivered his papers to the Post- 
effice he entered the alley door on each 
trip. As he brought each bundle it was 
weighed on the scales in the corner, 
and was then placed in another corner 
until the entire edition was delivered 
for distribution. The sudden disappear- 
ance of the papers from this corner af- 
ter the iron doors and wooden doors 
were locked from the inside, has not 
yet been explained. The bulk and 
weight of the four bundles made it 
seemingly impossible that one man 
should have carried all of the papers out 
of the office at one time. 

While Inspector Moore was conduct- 
ing hig secret investigation, the Federal 
grand jury was impaneled by Judge 
Wright Nov. 7. John J. Faulkner was 
made foreman of the grand jury, and J. 
T. W. Rudesill clerk. The Postoffice 
robbery was taken up immediately. 

Almost ali of the attaches of the Post- 
office were called to testify, as were al- 
so Rev. Mr. Rutledge and others. The 
grand jury adjourned without fixing the 
responsibility for the theft, a member 
of the grand jury said they had estab- 
lished the fact ‘that the papers disap- 
peared from the Postoffice between 6 
and 8 p. m., Nov. 1, and that 15 postal 
employes were in the building during 
that time. Further than that he said 
they were unable to learn.

LONDON, Nov. 
long chess match between W. Mears of 
Torquay and J. Ibbott of British 
Guiana, was won by Mr. Mears. The 
match, which consisted of six games 
played simultaneously, came about in 
the following manner: 

Early in the year 1908 Mr. Mears saw 
a notice in the chess column of the 
Western Morning News to the effect 
that Mr. Ibbott of British Guiana de- 
sired to contest a friendly match of six 
games with some English player. The 
idea-of having an opponent so far away 
took Mr. Mears’ fancy and he wrote to 
Mr. Ibbott about the matter. 

Correspondence revealed the fact that 
Mr. Ibbott was a customs official on 
the banks of the Corentyne River ‘‘60 
miles from anywhere,’ and that his 
duties consisted of helping to suppress 
smuggling from the Dutch side of the 
stream. There are practically no 
whites in his neighborhoecd, the popula- 
tion consisting of Indians and cooliés. 

The terms of the match were drawn 
and the play began on May 4, 1903. Mr. 
Ibbott making his final resignation a 
few days ago. The games were fairly 
short, consisting of about thirty moves 
each, but it required at least six weeks 
for move and reply.

Exaggeration Increasing. 
An Express representative who vis- 
ited various well-known firms to learn 
the extent of this craze for magnified 
adornments was met by the inform.- 
tion that the demand for exaggeratio. 
is likely to increase. 
‘Picture hats are assuming the most 
extraordinary proportions,” a Bond 
‘street milliner confessed, ‘‘but the most 
noticeable gee is the gigantic shapes 
of the floral trimmings. A cabbage rose 
in pink velvet is becoming perilously 
near the size of a real cabbage. Bunches 
of grapes adorn the newest hats, each 
grape being about double the circum- 
ference of the genuine fruit. 
‘Veils are following the fashion in 
hats. The minute chenile spot is re- 
placed by black velvet patches the size 
of a six-penny piece, and as for hat 
pins, I doubt if they can increase in 
size. Most of the latest patterns are 
adorned with knobs which would not 
make insignificant doorhandles.”’ 
Weight in the Jewels. 
“The tendency in jewelry is to adopt 
distinctly exaggerated styles,’’.a jeweler 
in Regent street said. “Large Oriental 
rings, heavily studded with jewels, are 
in great demand. Drop earrings, which 
weight down the lobes of the wearer's 
ear, are made in a most massive pat- 


tern. 

“Jeweled muff chains can rightly be 
termed ‘fashion’s fetters.’ The tiny 
beads or crystals between the links of 
the chain have been replaced by lumps 
of turquoise, opal or amethyst, in the 
rough. Cable chain bracelets bear a 
close resemblance to handcuffs in their 
proportions.’”’ 
‘We have noticed several points which 
show how the Brobdingnagian mania 
has affected drapery goods,’’ the manager 
of an Oxford street firm said. “The tiny 
glove handkerchief is quite out of date, 
and has been replaced by silk and cam- 
bric of much larger proportions. In the 
haberdashery departments, buttons re- 
semble silver dollar pieces, made of 
paste, glass, silver or leather.”’ 


PRIEST FIGHTS FOR 
RIGHT TO BE LAWYER. 


PARIS, Nov. 17.—Abbe Francois Le- 
brun, originally of Angers, but at 
present a resident of Paris, is fighting 
to prove to the bishop of Angers that 
& priest has a right to practice law if 
he is admitted to the bar. Abbe Le- 
brun is a young man of great ability, 
and after serving as a priest in An- 
gers, studied for and received the de- 
Srees of doctor in literature and doc- 
tor in laws. He applied to the Paris 
authorities and was admitted to the 
bar. As this was the first case of a 


priest being admitted, many persons 
attended the ceremony of his donning 
for the first time the robe of the law- 





yer. 

Immediately after his admission to 
the bar, Abbe Lebrun received a let- 
ter from his bishop who ordered him 
to give ut the law if he wanted to 
continue as a priest. The practice of 
law, the bishop of Angers said, is 
contrary to the practices and ethics 
of the priesthood and it therefore does 
not behoove a priest to be a lawyer. 
Abbe Lebrun, however, insists there 
is nothing in the legislation of the 
Catholic church which forbids a priest 
from practicing law and says that. al- 
though he is the first priest to be a 
lawyer in France, he can prove that 
it is not against even the traditions 
of the church.

WASHINGTON FINDS 


MISSOURI EASILY 
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fyrtle and Maroon Surprises Supporters by Defeating State 
University 12 Points to Nothing at

Plaving one ol its tradit.onal games 
oO: storied svirit Washington triumphed 
over her ancient rival, Missouri, at 
League Park Saturday afternoon by the | 
score of 12 to 0. It was a contest re 
splendent with exhibitions of grit, men- | 
ta! keenness and exceptionable alert- | 
ness on the part of the Myrtle and 
Maroon and a corresponding picture of 
mental sloth, wretched generalship and 
lack of tenacity displayed by the Orange 
and Black. 

Washington’s play was surprisingly 
fine. On a field that was a sea of 
slush, in a steady rain, playing a team 
that outweighed it 15 pounds to the 
man, given no previous chance of vic- 
tory with it, only opportunity of scoring 
apparently destroyed by the meteorolog- 
ical conditions, Washington's midgets, 
by an attack superbly planned and by 
a defense grimly executed, brought 
Coach Blanchard the fruit of his labors, 
a victory over Missouri. 

Missouri Play Stupid Game. 

On the other hand if ever a team 
played a stupid game, if ever the best 
team slunk off the field, if ‘ever a 
quarterback displayed an utter lack 
of generalship, and if ever 10 men 
stolidly followed wretched directions 
with Seemingly not one man having 
sufficient football sense to take the 
initiative in directing the play, it was 
Missouri, it was Bobbitt, it was Moni- 
law's charge. 

To ‘Thomas who scored both of 
Washington's .touchdowns must be 
Siven the highest individual credit 
for the unexpected victory. On a dry 
field he had been looked to as the 
man who might, by his exceptionable 
place kicking ability, score for Wash- 
ington. With the rain destroying this 
possibility, it was .not-.expected he 
would prove the tower of strength he 
did. Under the conditions of the field 
it was simply wonderful how, closely 
he followed the ball and how quickly 
deciphered Missouri's play. It. was 
to this combination of ability that 
Washington owed her victory, as it 
was a fumbled kick he first scored on 
and an intercepted forward pass re- 
sulted in his crossing the goal line 
the second time. But it would be un- 
fair not to allow Harry Castlen to 
share with him the victory. It was a 
football treat to watch this 118-pound 
quarterback direct his team. A finer 
exhibition of generalship has never 
been seen on a local field, he invari- 
bly called the right play, he was nev- 
er flusterated, his handling of the mud- 
covered ball was remarkably. clean, 
and his execution of the short kick 
was masterivy. 

Simpson, White and Tillman for Mis- 
souri did yeéman service. but their ef- 
forts were simply crucified by Bobbitt. 
Missouri couid hold Washington easily 
and Graves was oOutkicking Castlen 10 
yards to the exchange. Yet merely be- 
cause it was a muddy field and under the 
old rules, a heavy team was supposed 
to have an advantage at bucking, he 
would hurl his backs into the Washing- 
ton line in continued monotony, appar- 
entiv Oobiivious to the fact that he was 
gaining no ground: And Trobridge, un- 
der the worst conditions possible, insist- 
ed on trying the forward pass, which, 
because it actually gained some ground. 
might have been excusable to attempt 
in the enemy’s territory, but on his own

°5-yard line was atrociously poor judg- 
ment. 

The game itself was intensely inter- 
esting-.and yet continually the same. 
Washington relieqd on her short kick, her 
alert ends and took every advantage of 
Missouri’s slow thinking back men, who 
never shified to meet the play. While 
misguided Missouri kept plugging at 
Washington's line and the only varia- 
tion was an ill-advised forward pass. 

The Play in the Game. 

Washington won the toss and Roden- 
burg kicked off to Tillman, who came 
back for 19 yards. Missouri, owing to 
Graves’ fine punting, soon had the ball 
in Wasnington’s territory, but every at- 
tempt to pierce the Myrtle and Maroon 
line proved futile, and Castlen, with a 
well-placed kick, and Jacobs, by C. Cas- 
tlen and Clayton, by some keen follow- 
ing of the punts, would bring it back 
into safe territory. For the first 20 min- 
utes the play was waged entirely in 
Washington's field. They finally got the 
ball on their own 30-yard line and Cas- 
tlen again resorted to his short kick, 
appreciating the fact that Bobbitt and 
Graves were handling the ball very 
poorlv. Thomas was down with the ball 
and when Bobbitt fumbled he. picked up 
the oval and sprinted 50 yards’ for a 
touchdown. He likewise kicked goal. 

Score, Washington 6; Missouri, v. Cas- 
tlen was banished from the game to- 
wards the end of the half, which ended 
without further scoring. 

The second half was very much a 
repetition of the first except that when 
Trowbridge replaced Bobbitt he did try 
to vary Missouri's attack, but very fool- 
ishly, with a wet ball, attempted to 
work the forward pass consistently. At 
that, it worked for fair gains untill he 
tried it on his own 30-yard line, when 
the watchful Thomas intercepted the 
throw and by a quail-like scurry. flew 
by the bewildered Missouri men for a 
touchdown, Rodebburg'- kicked goal. 
Score, Washington, 12; Missouri, 0. 

The remainder of the half Missouri 
tried valiantly to score, coming up to 
the 30-yard line repeatedly, only to be 
held by Washington's line. Witu all her 
cripples in the game, Missouri could not 
cross the line and dejected, stunned and 
bewildered, walked off the field de- 
feated for the third successive time by 
Washington in their annual game. And 
the persevering, inspiring, determin-e-{ 
Bianchard saw his name enrolled with 
Rethgeb and Fairweather as coaches 
who, under the mst disheartening dif- 
ficulties, developed a Washington team 
that whipped Missouri. And. Blanch- 
ard’s name will lead all the rest, The 
line-up:

BULLDOG AND TIGER 
IN GRIM EMBRACE, 
FIGHT IT 10 A TIE 





Two Hours of Terrific Combat Are Unfruitful 


of Any Decided 
Princeton or Yale 
Battle of the Year. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 17.—There 
is little joy in Princeton tonight and 
even less at Yale, for neither of their 
respective football teams could win the 
great game nor even score. When their 
captains led them off the field, torn and 
bleeding, the result was as if there had 
been no game. It was a tie. 

For two grim hours the noise of the 
gridiron battle with ever-increasing vol- 
ume had rolled on Princeton Field, while 
@ense brigade of men and women, 30,000 
strong, watched the swinging fight be- 
tween the bulldog and the tiger. 

The arena in which the battle raged 
was like a huge cock-pit of the giants, 
@ vast crater through which surged a 
human lava, seething with thunderous 
cheers. 

At intervals the great stocking hills 
of spectators stood spectre-like and si- 
lent, forgetting even to wave their 
countless flags. Their tumult occasion- 
ally ceased while they stared at the 
scene played on the stage below. And 
in those few silent watches could be 
heard the thump of footsteps on the 
beaten turf, the shYill voices of the 
rival captains and the harsh grinding 
of canvas jackets, as the giants of the 
rush line strained their very hearts to 
gain a foot of ground. 

Scrimmages Were Fearful wean: 


The sharp shock of the desperate 
charges told where the scrimmages 
were fiercest and when Yale was hold- 
ing Princeton in a death lock. Head to 
head .and shoulder to shoulder, they 
crashed together. Their cleated shoes 
sank deep and cut. into .the sodden 
ground. Snarling and growting, they 
forget all else except to push forward, 
ever forward, meant more than life 
itself. Strong ‘canvas jackets were 
ri apart as if made of tissue paper, 
and leather helmets, lashed on with 
rawhide thongs, were, in the vigor of 
the game, torn from heads as if they 
had been ‘pound with tiny cords. 

And what a scene was there when the 
finish ‘came. Yale had begun a ham- 
mering process that was hurling her 
team 10 yards at a time toward Prince- 
ton’s goal, while in the stands the fol- 
lowers of the Jerseymen chanted the 
Princeton battle hymn. Then, above the 
Solemn roll of “Old Nassau,’ " above the 
_ and smappy bark of the Yale 

cheer, above the deafening howls of the 
individual rooters, was heard the pierc- 
ing whistie.of the referee. 

Then the final scrimmage was. un- 
tangled and the warriors of the blue 
and orange knew that they had not 
won. Fora space both sides stood as it 
unable to comprehend, then both teams 
cheered for what they claimed to be a 
virtual victory. 

But before the cheer had reached its 
middie note the vanguard of the rioting 
crowd had reached the players. Down 
the steép incline of seats they rushed, 
over the fence and out into the field. 
Only the lucky ones could keep their 
feet: From both sides, like two vast 
tidal waves, they swept, women 
shrieked, men cursed, fences were 
wrecked, gowns were torn, flags were 
trampled in the dirt, while the layers, 
big and little were earried kick ng and 
sueene toward the gates. 

Long after the defiant shouts had died

settling on the scene, hundreds were still 
steaming through the narrow. gates, 
winding their way to the trains, where 
another battle almost as strenuous was 
to be fought for seats in the over- 
crowded cars. 

Experts who hovered on the side. lines 

said that of the football games of recent 
days it was the most open and spectac- 
ular and such a crowd never invaded 
Princeton before saw it. 
The cheering sections yelled defiance 
at each other in volumes of sound that 
carried a mile. Princeton’s famous lo- 
comotive yell would roll across to be met 
by the sharp, snappy yell from a thou- 
sand Yale throats. 


Stannard a Tower of Strength. 


At last the Yale team, browny and 
strong, came tumbling through a nar- 
row guteway. They were led by Capt. 
Morse, while just behind him strode the 
big- boned and ran Forbes. He was 
derricked and stayed-strapped and pad- 
ded like a man with an evident past. 
Let Princetoy lopk well at this youth, 
for the like of him may not be seen on 
her field again in a decade. Tall, broad- 
shouldered, thin-flanked and lean about 
the hips, he was built for speed as well 
as strength. His muscular arms and 
great frame weresuited to his great 
frame. Added to this a disposition that 
seeks a conflict and there stands one 
before one the best football player on 
either team. 

They will tell you in New Haven that 
this young man is a mixture of raw 
meat and gunpowder. He is a fighting 
machine transformed into a footbali 
player, and he tackled more men and 
tore more holes in Princeton's line than 
any two of his teammates. Only was 
the gigantic Stannard, who, after toss- 
ing his individual opponent to one side, 
could be found wrestling with Forbes 
50 feet from where the ball wag down. 

There were but few preliminaries. The 
toss of a coin, the kick off, and then 
the death-lock for two 30-minute 
halves. Long kicks, brilliant runs, 
fierce tackles and no doubt pridigious 
feats of strength were performed. 


Tigers a Disappointment. 


PRINCETON, N. J.. Nov. 17.—Prince- 
ton and Yale play ed a 0-0 football game, 
the first time in nearly twenty years 
that neither eleven has scored, The 
Princeton eleven of today was a disap- 
pointment,. the  lightning-like plays 
which the coaches had been depending 
on to confound the Yale boys were lack- 
ing and E. Dillon, the wonderful little 
quarterback, of whom such high hopes 
had been built, fumbled miserably. This 
was especially the cas@on punts. While 
he made some pretty running catches, 
and once got away for a run of 45 
yards, his dropping of punts would have 
resulted disastrously had it not been for 
the fast work of Wister, Princeton’s 
left end. This player was al] over the 
field, and his running under kicks was 
little short of marvelous. 

Princeton lacked a diversity of attack. 
She could not gain on fakes, ndither 
could she pierce the Yale line with any 
degree of success. 


Yale Shows Fine Offense. 


Yale, on the other hand, was able to 
make consistent gains against Prince- 
ton’s line and it looked as though the 
Blue must surely have scored a few 
minutes before the close of the game 
had it stuck to straight football instead 
of attempting fancy plays. Near the 
finish, Yale secured the ball in Prince- 
ton’s territory near the center of the 





field. By line smashing, in. which

The full statement of 
last month's foreign trade, at hand 
this morning, is a remarkable docu- 
ment. In brief, it may be said of 
this report that the merchandise/ex- 
ports shown by it have never been 
paralleled in any October of our his- 
tory—the nearest approach falls $24,- 
000,000 short of it—and that the ex- 
cess of exports over imports for the 
month has been matched only in 1900. 

The figures are particularly inter-— 
esting, because they bear directly on 
the power of our markets to take up 
our foreign ‘finance bills’ at matur- 
ity without deranging home finance. 
In the autumn of 1901, after the great 
Speculation and the wholesale use of 
foreign capital. we had to export 
Bold; after the similar exploits of 
1902, we had to let Europe have our 
own stocks and bonds, at something 
like panic prices, in order to foot the 
bill. If the “‘marchandise credit bal- 
ance’ were to be large enough, it 
would serve the purpose, and it is 
true, at all events, that for the one 
month of October, this year's credits 
of that sort run $42,300,000 heyond 


1905. 
On the face of things, this is a 


highly important balance to the hap- 
hazard foreign borrowings of Wall 
Street. If these loans were unparal- 
leled in volume, so is the ‘export bal- 
ance.” There are one or two offsets 
which deserve attention. One very 
naturally lies in the fact that our 





trade credits have already been drawn 
upon through gold imports. Octo- 
ber’s excess of imovortation on this 
score was $20,152,000, double that of 
October, 1905, and $9,000.000 in excess 
of the month's results in any of the 
ten past years. Taking the two past 
ronths together, the trade returns for 


chandise exports, offset by $14,600,000 
excess of gold imports. For 1906, the 
merchandise credit is $125.000.000, the 
debit on gold account $49,300,000; so 
that this year is not so very far ahead: 
Nevertheless, looked upon purely 
from the industrial point of view, and 
from that of international power and 
the returns bear eloquent 
witness to the strength of our situa- 
tion.

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“ONE OF 128 GIVE 
ANTI-TOXIN DIED 


Dispensary Physicians Report 
on Result of Five Months’ 
Work. 


A report on the operations of the 
corps of diphtheria anti-toxin physi- 
clans added to the St. Louis Dispensary 
service June 1, has been made by Chief 
Dispensary Surgeon Scherck to Health 
Commissioner Bond. 

The four doctors attached to the dis- 
pensary outside staff have during the 
five months covered in the report in- 
jected anti-toxin in 128 cases. Of these 
treatments 51 were administered to per- 
fectly diagnosed cases of diphtheria and 
77 of the treatments were intended to 
immunize patients who had been ex- 
posed to the ailment. 

Of these 128 cases only one died of 
the disease after treatment—a 14-year- 
old child, Annie Warren of 3114 Clark 
avenue, whose condition before treat- 
ment was almost hopeless. 

The treatment is given by the dis- 
pensary physician who reports that the 

patient is too poor to pay for the anti- 
enriny The dispensary physician works 
under the direction of the regular physi- 
cian 

“We introduced the. plan of adminis- 
tering the anti-toxin ourselves instead 
of delivering it to the physician in or- 
der that we might preserve statistics 
of the work and in order that we might 
be sure that the preparation was admin- 
istered only to those unable to pay for 
it themselves,’’ says Dr. Scherck. ‘‘We 
are greatly gratified at the first five 
months’ showing.’”’

Cahokia Crowd Attacked Two 
Men and Woman in Cov - 
ered Wagon. 


J. C.. Van Ness of Cincinnati, who, 
with his wife and August Roth, left 


the Ohio city several weeks ago in 4 
covered wagon, bound for Cairo, Ill., 
is in St. Mary’s Hospital in East St. 
Louis, hovering between life and death 
“as a result of having his throat cut 
by one of a gang of men who at- 
tacked the trio near Cahokia, Ill., last 
Monday evening. 

Earlier in the day Roth was assault- 
ed in a saloon and during the fight was 
Stabbed in the abdomen. At the time 
that Van Ness was wounded the mob 
dragged Roth from the wagon, where 
he had been taken by Van Ness, kicked 
him repeatedly and left him almost un- 
conscious. 

At the same time they assaulted Mrs. 
Van Ness, tore most of her clothing off 
and robbed her of a purse containing 
$s», which she carried i tside her waist. 

When the prairie schooner was near 

Cahokia last Sunday preniy darknes: 
overtook the trio and it wi decided 
to pitoh camp for the gs Monday 
morning one of the horses was miss- 
ing and it was late in the afternoon 
before it was found. It was limping. 

Van Ness and Roth entered a saioun 
in Cahokia, where there were a num- 
ber of men, and began discussing the 
probable cause of the injury of the 
animal, Some remark that one of them 
made incensed those in the saloon and 
eight or ten men assaulted the travel- 
ers. It was in this fight that Roth 
was stabbed. 

Van Ness assisted him back to the 
vagon and then returned to the saloon 
with the intention of’ calling a physli- 
cian. He was referred to Dr. 
McCracken of East St. Louis. 

After telephoning to him Van Ness 
asked the central operator to connect 
him with the police of East St. Louis. 
When the men in the saloon heard this 
call they snatched the telephone re- 
ceiver from Van Ness’ hand, chased him 
out of the place and followed him to 
the wagon. There they threw him 
across one of the wheels and held him 
while some member of the mob cut his 
throat. 

The police knew 





nothing of the af- 
fray until Roth was discharged from 
the hospital Friday. Detectives and 
deputy sheriffs are endeavoring to learn 
who were concerned in the stabbing. 
Roth is being held as a witness. Mrs. 
Van Ness has returned to her home in 
Cincinnati.

Eight Mexicans, ineluding four 


women, an old man and three small 
children, are living in destitute cir- 
Cumstances at 123 and 125 Convent 
Street. They are the remnant of the 
Mexican revolutionary junta in St. 
Louis. Antonio Villareal, former sec- 
retary of the junta, who was the main 
support of these dependant persons, 
is under arrest in El Paso, awaiting 
deportation to Mexico. 

The Mexicans in St. Louis are Pros- 
re Villareai, aged 61, the only man 
n the party; his daughter, Senorita 
Andrea Villareal, Gonzales and Senora 
Rivera, Senora Sancedo and Senora 
Sarabia, wives of members of the re- 
volutionary junta, and three young 
children of the married women 
named. 

None of the party has any resources 
members of the Mexican Liberal party 
Whose funds have been practically 
exhausted by the recent troubles of 
the party leaders. They are unable 
to earn much money, and are in actu- 
al want. 

Villareal’s extradition was ordered 
some days ago by the State Depart- 
ment on a charge of murder. The im- 
migration officials hesitate to give 
him up because of his plea that the 
murder charge against him is only a 
subterfuge that he may be executed’ 
for his political revolutionary propa- 
ganda. 

Senorita Gonzales, sister of the 
prisoner, declares she has not heard 
from her brother for more than a 
month and believes his letters are 
withheld. 

“Thef murder they charge against 
my brother,’ she says, “was a homi- 
cide in self-defense for which even 
the mother of the man slain did not 
blame him.’

The grand jury (Mair County, 


Which has just adjourned at  Belle- 
ville, wants to eliminate a court, not 
any of tne courts which sit in the Court 


Hieuse, but the court which is heid 
nig htly in the County Jail, known 
the ‘kangaroo court. 

It has long been a practice among tie 
prisoners in the WVelleville Jail to hold 
“kangaroo court’ sessions over new 

risoners. There was a ‘‘make-helieve’’ 
wige, clerk, bailiff and all other offi- 
cers generally found in wel!-regulated 
court rooms. 

When a new prisoner was brought in 
it was aecertainecd whether he had 
money. If he did have he was immedi- 
ately ordered to divide up. If he re- 
fused, a session of the court was called 
and a trial held. ‘The jury found a ver- 
dict of gullty and the prisoner was 
fined the amount of money he possessed, 
If he showed a disposition t® hold onto 
his wealth, the executioner was brought 
forth and the whip ap: lied so vigorously 
that the heardiest generally let go his 
TION ey". 

A recent case of this kind was brought 
to the attention of the grand jury by 
State’s Attorney Tecklenburg. 

Robert Niemever, 10 vears old, had 
been Sent to Jail from East St. Louis 
for a petty offense. The State’s Attor- 
ney saw him and had «a talk with him.

Other prisoners had seen the mother 
give the boy the money and as soon as 
he was alone a session of the court was 
called and the 40 cents taken from the 
youngster. When he was released a 
short time later the boy had no money 
with which to go home. He wandered 
into the yards of the Illinois Central 
Railroad, grees | steal a ride, and 
was there arrested a Belleville po- 
liceman, The boy told his story and 
was taken before the State’s Attorney, 
who, when he saw him, uttered an ex- 
clamation of strprise and regret. He 
thought the boy had got into more 
trouble and began to suspect that his 
own ability to read character was bad 
When the story was told him he gave 
the boy car fare and, when the grand 
jury reconvened, laid the case before 
them with the result that a recommen- 
dation was made to the Circuit Court 
to take steps to do away with the 
“Kangaroo Court.”

CROW INDIANS 
MAKE THEIR OWN 
MR A SUCCESS

Whites Were Not Wanted and 
Those Who Did Attend 
Were Rebuked. 








4000 CAMPED IN TEPEES 





Real Life of the Red Man Seen 
During F'estivi- 
ties. 


CROW IS A GOOD FARMER 


So Prosperous as Agriculturist 
He Hasn’t Drawn Rations 
for Year, 





SHERIDAN, Wyo., Nov. 17. 
WHE Indians of the Crow reserva- 
‘| tion have just held their second 
annual industrial fair. 

The fair is the result of an exneri- 
ment that Maj. Reynolds, the agent 
for the Crows, has been working at for 
the past four years, to make them self- 
Supporting and to take away their ra- 
tions. No ration has been issued for 
over @ year and the exhibits at the fair 
of grains, vegetables, corn, alfalfa, 
fruits, horses and poultry, together with 
fine carriages, farm wagons and plenty 
of money. prove that the indians make 
f00d farmers if their land is irrigated, 
as most of it is. 

“Some of the Indians,’ said Maj. 
Reynolds, “lived 80 miles from the 
agency. They had to come every two 
weeks for their ration and it kept them 
on the road all their time so they could 
not farm. Now most of their land is ir- 
rigated and. by means of the fair, I 
am trying to get them to take as much 
interest in getting the prizes for farm 
products and for fine horses and stock, 
as they naturally take in horseracing. 
The first fair, three years ago, was a 
whitewash, so I count that out. Not an 
exhibit did they bring, although about 
every Indian on the reservation at- 
tended. Last year the success of the 
fair, although it did not seem very 
mtich at first, interested the Indian 
Bureau, which is heart and soul with 
the experiment now. 

“This year the exhibits, the turnouts, 
the horses and the evidences of a real 
prosperity will compare well with those 
of any other country fair I ever saw. 

“The $945 prize money was taken in 
as gate receipts during the first three 
davs, leaving three days more with as 
great an attendance, nearly all Indians. 

White Visitors Not Wanted. 

“T have not encouraged any white 
people to come. If they do, the Indians 
will feel that it is not their show. As 
it is, I have left all the arrangements 
and management and even the han- 
dling of the money to them entirely. I 
have advised them and tried to keep 
them from dancing except at night. 
The dances tire them out for anything 
the next day, and keeps alive all the 
Indian customs and ceremonies which 
are inimical to their becoming civil- 
ized.”’ 

During the present winter, all the 
Crow lands are to beallotted as soon as 
the tangles of genealogy can be unrav- 
eled. Tthe indians inherit, In their own 
custom, on the side of the mother and 
take the family name from her. Be- 
sides, whenever a person dies, his place 
in the family is filled by another who 


is adopted, and he is just as much a 
member of his adopted family as of his 
natal family, often taking both names. 
Indian children frequently have two or 
more fathers and mothers, and know no 
difference between them, having many 
names. 

The tangle that has ensued is being 
unraveled by consulting the old men 
and women, and each child is to have 
only his own father’s name and be al- 
lotted land in his name. 

“Many of them do not Know their new 
name, and it may take all winter to 
get-the allotments and the patents com- 
yleted. 

, When the patents are issued, the hold- 
er may sell his inherited land, vote and 
buy all the whisky he can pay for. Al- 
ready a large tract of land has been | 
taken over by the Lincoln Land Co 

which is building a town where Fort 
Custer stood. The agent looks for trou- 
ble on account of whisky as soon as 
the white men come in, and they will 
come as soon as the land can be bought, 
for,asthe wealthpf the Crows proves,

One of them, Barney Bravo, has pro- 
duced a really remarkable corn by se- 
lecting the best of the dark Kernels of 
the squaw corn that grew wild, it is 
believed, when the Pilgram Fathers 
first found the Indians gathering it In

grayish blue, and of high food value. 


Four Thousand Camp at Fair. 

About 4000 Indians encamped at the 
Agency for the fair, many coming from 
Pine Ridge. Among the visitors was 
Spotted Elk, an old Buffalo Indian, who 
could not resist the attractions prom- 
ised, and packed up his tepee and his 
best feathers and paints and cam? 
across the country with his squaw. He 
boasts a medal bearing the bas relief 
of Andrew Jackson, of which he said, 
‘My papa, he sleep long winters, now, 
He go Washington three times, to tell 
the White Father. White Father give 
him this when he smoke altogether. 
Alle same mine now.”’ 

The Crows are forbidden to dance ex- 
cept at Christmas, at Fourth of July, 
tobacco planting time in April and at 
the fair, where is held the biggest of all 
the dances. Every night they danced in 
the big tents they brought. They them- 
selves lived in their teppes and the en- 
campment extended for about a mile 
along the Big Horn back of the agency 

The school children came, even those 
of St. Xavier mission, under the care of 
two Ursultne nuns and a Jesuit priest. 
Another school, about sixty, came under 
the sole charge of a fullblood Oscosh 
Indian girl, Miss Hicks, and camped 
with the Indians. They had the best 
time of all the children. All day the 
school children visited the tepees and at 
night they went to the dances. The boys 
danced with the older persons. The 
dances all mean something. Some of the 
dances explain themselves. such as the 
war and hunting dances and the dances 
of legends. No one could mistake the 
howls and yells and the pantomime of 
massacre. 

They do not like to have the whites 
watch them. On the last night of the 
fair an excursion came down from Bil- 
lings and brought some 200 persons, the 
first to come, as the fair was kept al- 
most a secret, and it was given out 
that no hotel accommodations could be 


had. 
How Whites Were Rebuked. 

The visitors went to the big tent and 
squatted in the center to enjoy the 
dances. There were not less than 200 
Indians, most of them in more feathers 
and paint than clothing, all the men in 
their war bonnets, some of their cos- 
tumes being worth as much as $600 to 
any curio dealer. The women squatted 
along the outer wall inside the tent 
‘dressed in bright colors. Their dresses 
were frequently of velvet sewn all over 
with real elk teeth, as many as 700 
on one dress, worth from $2 to $5 each. 
The squaws take part in the owl and a 
few other social dances, but not in 
the war dance, in which all the warriors 
how! and yell and jump to the tom-tom 
music that throbs and beats into one’s 
being till it finally finds the savage that 
is in every one. The musicians worked 
themselves into a frenzy, singing to the 
tom-tom gas ame Bae 

Plenty Coos, Chief of the Crows, or- 
dered the lights turned out Saturday 
‘night about 11 o’clock. The whites in 
ithe center of the tent expected to be 
iscalped and huddled down on the ground 
while the painted warriors yelled and 
danced about them. 
| Suddenly the dance stopped and Plen- 
ty Coo's. voice broke the deep silence 
in which the white guests Srenmted. 
, |saying, “We welcome you, ' white 
| frie nds, we say good-by to you now.” 
| The guests took the hint and got out 
as fast as they could. The lights were 
turned on again and the departing 
‘guests could hear the Indians laugh ng 
over their coup. while the dance was 
‘resumed, and kept up till morning. 

The Crow Indian is not “long’’ on 
clothes. It is safer to call out before 
you lift the hide door of the tepee and 
'wait till an answer comes from inside 
ifor the one garment and the beaded 
‘leggings and moccasins that complete 
the squaw’s wardrobe may not be in use 
nor will the warrior be likely to have 
his brown skin out of sight. 

In the early morning there was a con- 
stant passing of dignified figures, 
wrapped only In bright striped blankets 
from the tepees to the river for the 
daily bath although every night coated 
the Big Horn with ice. They naively 
‘dropped the blanket, plunged into the 
water. When Ser came out again they 
assumed the anket and stalked hack 
to the tepee a without the comfort of 
‘towels. Along the banks were the sweat 
tepees—willows tiled into a low roof 
over which a blanket was spread to keep 
in the heat and steam generated by 
pouring water over the —, of rejhot 
stones in the center of it fter a half 
hour or so, with the sweat pouring, the 
Indians would rae — the bank and 
nto the icy water.

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Texas Railroad a 
Proposes to Cut Rates 
20 Per Cent. 


AUSTIN, Teéx., Nov. 17.—The railroad 
commission now proposes to regulate 
the charges collected from passenfer3 
on sleeping cars in Texas. The com- 


mission has issued a notice to all rail- 
road companies in Texas of a hearing 
Nov. 27 to consider the matter, and as 
a basis of the hearing it it proposed 
to reduce the charges on passengers 
sleeping cars 20 per cent from the 
present rates, consequently if the come 
mission’s proposed order is issued a 
passenger on a sleeper will only pay 
$1.60 for a night’s ride instead of the 
present rate of $2.

HUNTERS UESEHT 
DYING COMRADES 


Law Classing Accidental Shoot- 
ing as Manslaughter Has 
Two Sides. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 17.—Thir- 
teen dead ang 21 injured is the preiude 
to the season for hunting deer in Wis- 
consin, which has just opened, This is 
the record of hunting accidents in Wis- 
consin and Upper Michigan since Sept. 
1. Last year, during the hunting season 
in Wisconsin, 26 persons lost their ives 
and 51 were injured. Most of these ac- 
cidents were the result of carelessness. 

in Michigan a hunter is guilty of 
manslaughter if he kills anyone, even 
by accident. This law has had the ef- 
fect to greatly lessen hunting accidents 
in the peninsula, although it has also 
operated to cause hunters who have ac- 
cidentully shot someone to desert the 
wounded person in fear of prosesution, 
and several corpses found in the woods 
are undoubtedly those of men who were 
accidentally shot and left to die by 
cowardly hunters. 

In Wisconsin there is no such law, 
ae the next Legislature will probably 
act. 


CZAR GIVES PRIVILEGES 
TO RURAL PEASANTS. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 17.—The 
Czar has issued an ukase order that 
all his subjects living in Russian fiberta 
have the same rights. No distinctions 
are to be made, nor privileges accorded, 
am race. 

he ukage also orders Nts be per- 
mitted to send their ehildeed. to hich 
echools in thelr respective districts, The 
personal taxes, which oppressed the 
peasants so heavily, are abolished by 
this ukase. 

The ukase created a good deal of com- 
ment, as it is very much out of the or- 
dinary. Generally reforms tn Russia be- 
gin in the more civilized centers, and 
either get very late into the less civil- 
ized part of Russia or do not get there 
at all. In this case the reform begins 
there and the radical element believe 
they will not reach the civilized centers 
soon, If they ever do.

N THE heels of the Deep Waterway 
Convention in St. Louis comes the 
announcement that the Steel Trust 

will build the world’s greatest steel mills 
at the head of the proposed Chicago-8St. 
Louis-Gulf of Mexico Canal and Deep 
Waterway. It will connect with the canal 
by its own private waterway and in that 
manner proposes to supply St. Louis and 
the Mississippi Valley with steel and iron. 

The Steel Trust has already appro- 
priated $10,000,000 for the first year’s 
work and proposes to spend $75,000,000 to 
$100,000,000 more on it in the next five 


years. It will build a steel plant three 
miles long and a mile and a half wide. It 
has laid out a city of 11,000 acres and 
plans for a population of 100,000 to 150,- 
000 people by the time the steel mills are 
completed. It is building for the connec- 
tion between Lake Michigan and the Gulf. 
of Mexico by the Deepwater Canal. 
Although it is aligned with the great 


railways of the country, the United States 
Steel Corporation now sees and admits the 
advantages of water transportation. And 
not only water transportation as a_ gen- 
eral term, but the St. Louis-Chicago Canal 
specifically.

The ‘‘chauffeur tnjury,” or “automobile wrist,” ia, 
however, the latest manifestation of the genius of 
evil in modern invention to engage serious thought. 
There are, perhaps, more expert machinists trying 
to overcome “eranking’” and more physicians and 
surgeons engaged in alleviating the suffering caused 
by “cranking’’ than are at work on any other mod- 
ern machine evil or in patching up its human prey. 

The peculiar injury sustained frequently by 
“chauffeurs’’ or owners’ who drive their machines, 
has reached the dignified classification by surgeons 
as “classic.” Lucas Champonniere, Khillenit, Walth- 
er and Madelung, foreign epectalists, and Dr. Amand 
Ravold of St. Leuis, describe this fracture as one 
at the lower end of the radius, “occurring when the 
chauffeur attempts te start the moter of his ma- 
chine.” 

In starting an autemobdile to working, the chautf- 
feur takes hold ef the crank handle with the right 
hand and whirls it around until the machinery 
starts.

Tist has been twisted, the chauffeur feels a sudden 
,ain in the right wrist, a typical radius fracture pain. 
Unless the twist and fracture are most severe, there 
is only a slight crepitation, but no deformity. Immedi- 
ate attendance by a surgeon will prevent permanent 
deformity. But such medical service is not always at 
hand, and the chauffeur is often forced to use his. in- 
jured wrist and hand in guiding his machine along a 
rough road for miles before the necessary surgical 
ald can be summoned. 

This tnjury usually leaves the hand turned tnward 
and upward, and gives it the appearance of being 
specially set to handle the steering wheel. Ag pe- 
cullar fact is that the deformity caused by this ac- 
cident in this painful manner, molds the hand into 
the proper position for handling the rakishly-set 
wheel of most speedy French and American auto- 
mobiles. 

French chauffeurs often exhibit wrists turned per- 
fectly and permanently to fit the position demanded 
ef the hand to steer. But often the deformity they 
so proudly exhibit ig gained by constant service at 
the wheel, much fn the manner that « stenographer’s 
back takes on a hump by constant bowing over « 
typewriting machine. The stenographer gains the 
hump by little spelis of “back tire,” accompanied only 
cccasionally by severe pain, and very often the 
chauffeur with the machine-turned wrist has never 
felt uneasiness,

If a surgeon is found in 
time, he can, by strong pulling, reduce the disloca- 
tion, when there is no serious fracture, and- place 
the hand upon a splint with the bones tn correct po- 
sition. | operation has also been performed when 
there were severe fractures, and so successfully that 
no deformity has shown. 

Eminent surgeons have taken such interest in the 
“chauffeur” fracture that they have divided the 
mechanism of the fracture into divisions; first, a di- 
rect fracture through the blow and force of the re- 
versing crank handle striking the lower end of the 
forearm, and, second, ‘‘the indirect fracture by the 
blow in the hyper-extension.”’ 

Both of these fractures are frequent. 
another kind of “cranking” fracture, which is 
caused by a push against the ball of the hand, in at- 
tempting to stop the reversal of the crank handle. 

One St. Louls surgeon says the fracture and the 
intense pain are caused by the sudden reversal. of the 
crank handle tearing the end of the radius off. 

“Tf.’ says another St. Louis surgeon, “the chauf- 
feur loosens his hold slightly at the moment of re- 
versal of the crank handle, there is a fracture. Both 
ends of the forearm can be fractured In certain 
cases. The automobile manufacturers should de- 
vise some less dangerous method of getting their 
machines in action.”’ 

J. W. Underwood, who has had long experience in 
the employ of a St. Louls garage, says that it is 
not infrequent to see a man thrown far te one side 
of a machine by reversing cranks. He himself haa 
experienced the sensation of being landed on the 
hood above the crank. 

Only a few days ago the owner of a large St. Leute 
garage suffered a broken forearm and an empleye in 
another St. Louis garage was “cranked” or “kicked” 
half-way across a wide granitoid floor. Men tn this 
service become experts in turning loose a crank @ 
the right time, when threatened, but “kicking” ma- 
chines come to have an individuality, and they cane 
not always be depended upon to warn the chauffeur 
in time to escape a ‘‘kick.” 

Chauffeurs, like engine @rivers, also suffer from 
kiiney troubles. They are maimed frequently by 
lamp explosions, just ag the engineer or fireman of 
a& railroad locomotive often loses eyesight by an 
exploding water gauge. Rallroad claim departments 
suppress the great number of accidents of this elasa, 
and are on the lookout for an improved gauge.

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HOW U. 8. FLOOD FOREGASTS ARE MADE

ERHAPS the most interesting and remark- 
able department of the United States 
Weather Bureau is that which is devoted to 

the forecasting of floods, a science which, during 
recent years, has been brought to a marvelous state 
of perfection. 

“In foretelling the extent of a flood,” said Dr. H. 
C. Frankenfield, head of the department, recently, 
“innumerable factors must be taken into considera- 
tion. You must study the topography of the coun- 
try, find out whether it is precipitous or sloping, 
whether covered by forests and dense foilage or 
comparatively bare, whether cultivated or unculti- 
vated. Then it is necessary to be fully acquainted 
with the character of the soil—whether rocky, 
clayey or sandy, whether frozen or soft, whether 
naturally dry or moist. In a rocky countrty less 
water would be lost by absorption than in a clayey 
or sandy one, while if the ground were frozen the

“The temperature is a very important factor in 
the success of flood forecasting. In winter and 
early spring, if heavy rain has fallen and the general 
conditions indicate a flood, a decided fall in the tem- 
perature will usually freeze the tributaries and 
check the outflow of water. On the other hand, if 
the watershed is well covered with snow and heavy 
rain sets in accompanied by a thawing temperature, 
the snow will meit rapidly and add its volume to 
that of the rain, greatly augmenting the height of 
the This is the condition most to be feared, 
and often to met with in mountainous 
streams, where the run-off is exceedingly rapid, ow:

“Under the district system 
timeliness of the river forecasts have been vastly 
improved, and at present it is a very common Oc- 
currence to have the crests of great floods correctly 
forecast to within one foot, and at times to within 
a fraction of a foot. In the swift-running moun- 
tainous streams it is sometimes impossible to make 
a forecast for more than twenty-four hours in ad- 
vance, but in the slower moving rivers, such as the 
can be made accurately four or more days in ad- 
vance. In the Upper Mississippi, below Dubuque, 
the flood stage can be forecast to within one foot, 
or closer, at least three days in advance, while m 
the Lower Mississippi equally accurate forecasts can 
be made for periods ranging from 10 to 15 days ip 
advance.”

ST. LOUIS girl, barely old, has. 
to use a phrase applied to the situation by 
Comanental Society, “captured Europe.” 
She was Miss Georgine Wilde and her father, pre- 
vious to his death, was one of the best-known mem- 
bers of the St. Louis Stock Exchange. 

It was in Newport, a year ago 
that Elisha Dyer Jr., speaking of Miss Wilde, then 
one of the popular girls of the younger set, and 
not- yet “out,” but who had gained much atten- 
tion by her expertness as a whip and equestrienne 
at the Newport Horse Show, said: “She is the most 
attractive girl in appearance and the most charm- 
ing in manner that I have met in 10 years." Miss 
Wilde is now the Countess Carlo Dentice di Frasso. 

The young Countess, whose mother is now Mrs. 
Henry Siegel of New York, certainly has met with 
an extraordinary success, the more extraordinary 
as she is but 18. Probably no other American girl 
has ever won quite so many social triumphs at so 
early an age. 

Yet she retains the unaffected simplicity of man- 
ner which has always been one of her greatest 
darms. This it was perhaps more than anything 
eise which made her triumph so complete last sum. 
mer, when she and “her husband, Count Dentice di 
Frasso, were included in the royal party invited by 
the Emperor of Austria to entertain Emperor W1!

of Austria. Thus it’ is that the Frasso family, in- 
eluding our little Countess Georgine, are first cous- 
ins of the future Emperor of Austria. ;

6% ERE is one word of Arabic,” says Bur- 
ce ton Holmes, “that every trayeler who has 
been in Egypt is certain to remember. That 

word is ‘Bakshish.’ Literally it means ‘a gift’ or 
‘A present;’ really it means, when spokKen Dy @& 
proud son of the Pharaohs, ‘I need’ the money.’ 
And he does need the money, for although Egypt 1s 
now in a more prosperous condition than ever be- 
fore in modern times, her prosperity is 80 little re- 
moved from what we call poverty, that at first 
glance we do not distinguish the difference. There- 
fore, when we hear the word ‘Bakshish’ we hand 
out the plasters—which are after all only nickels, but 





which give as much joy to the Egyptian recipient as 
would a silver dollar te @ poor but proud American 
i ‘object of charity.’ 

“One or two dirty children, possessed of all earthly 
‘infirmities save dumbness, can support a native 
| family in comfort, and if that piaster may be had

itself in sundry curious ways. For example, there 
was our experience at Wady Halfa, the town hear 
the Second Cataract, nearly a thousand miles from 
the sea. Two small boys, neatly dressed and very 
ntelligent in appearance, met us in the street and 
said, ‘Give us if you please your card, sir, 80 that we 
may write to you.a letter to your country.’ °

you, sir," very politely, and then said, ‘Please, sir. 
to give me an English book? He followed us back 
to the yacht, where I presented him with the only 
English book that I could spare.

ING ALFONSO of Spain is the possessor of a 
ring of strange and awe ome history. It 
was presented by his predecessor and name- 

sake, Alfonso XII, to his consort, Queen Mercedes, 
who died within a month afterwards. Ere the funer- 
al Lad taken place the King bestowed the ring on 
his sister, Maria, and she was dead in a few days, 
The fatal cirelet then coming again into his pos- 
session, he presented it to his sister-in-law, Princess 
Christina, who only survived for three months, 


Thereupon the King resolved to wear the ring ham-— 


self, and in a short time he, too, had passed away. 
The Queen Regent was not disposed to run any risk, 
and she refused to accept such a deadly possession. 
Instead, she had it ottached to a 
which she hung around the neck of the statue of the 
Virgin of Almudena of Madrid. 

Spaniards believe this ring to be possessed of 


mystic powers, by which unworthy wearers of it 


are slain. To a worthy sovereign they claim it will 
assure prosperity and a long life; and to its magic 
influence they attribute the young King’s escape 
from injury in the bomb explosion on his wedding 
day. 

He was said to have been seen praying to the 
Virgin on the eve of his marriage, and further that 
before leaving the cathedral he reverently pressed 
the ring to his lips. 

There is another and more pleasing ring romance 
associated with the royal family of Spain, One of 
the proudest possessions of tbe present King’s nurse 
is a gold ring in which is set the first tootn lost 
His Majesty when a boy. The ring bears the im 
scription, “My tooth. To my Nurse. Alfonso XIII." 

The Czar of Russia has a ring which he believes i 
is necessary he should always have about him. Is 
its absence he will not move a step from the palace, 
The ring contains what is supposed to be a small 
piece of the cross On which the Savior was crucified. 
The fact that when he was assassinated Czar Nich- 
olas’ grandfather had not the precious ring -with 
him enormously strengthened the belief in its pro 
tective virtues. 


The late Ameer of Afghanistan was another po- | 


tentate who put faith in a ring. He invariably 
wore this poten. charm against the plottings of nis 
enemies; and although he was more often reported 
dead than any other monarch of his day, this ring, 
according to his own belief, enabled him to live « 
great deal longer than he would have done with- 
out it.

OU have often thought, no doubt, of 
the boy from whom you buy your 
evening paper as a struggling young 

merchant. Possibly you have fancied him 
an embryonic millionaire. 

Sometimes, too, when the night was com- 
ing on stormy or cold and you have thought 
of him standing there on his corner, buffeted 
by the wind, while you hurry to a warm fire, 
you have told him to ‘‘keep the change’’ out 


dropped him a quarter and metaphoricaily 
patted yourself on the back all evening over 
a good deed cheerfully done. And it was a 
good deed, for possibly the boy or man or 
woman needed the money badly, and in any 
event they have to work hard for what they 
get. 

But éven with those preraratory glimpses 
of the possibilities of the business, you prob- 
ably will smile somewhat unbelievingly at 
the term ‘‘rich newsboys.’’ 





of a nickel or dime. Or you may have 
ENNIES do so grow into dollars, if persistently 
accumulat:d and carefully saved, that those re- 
sulting from the sale of newspapers have made 
more than one St. Louis newspaper seller rich. One 
of these cries his wares on the streets every day of 
the year, rain or shine, yet he owns a copper mine of 
reputed great value—and lives in a cellar. 

Another St. Louls newsboy is a large holder of real 
estate, owning his own home and a number of other 
houses, besides having a goodly lot of ready cash in 
the bank, 

A third owns one of the best 
teams in St. Louis, wears diamonds, dresses in the 
height of style—and works hard. One who, a short 

time ago, sold his share of papers along with the 
rest, now haunts the newspaper office entrances and 
loans money te the supposedly more prosperous print- 
ers—provided their character and security meets his 
Q@pproy ai, 

Several newsboys have recently graduated from 
the streets and gone into business for themselves. 
None could be found that owned an automobile, but 
one of the emaller of the fraternity earnestly ex- 
preseed the opinion: “Gee! I bet Jim O'Grady could if 
he wanted to."’ 

Jim O'’Gredy ts the owner of the “St. Loults Browns,” 
the amateur baseball team before mentioned. He 
ftands every day at the corner of Seventh and Olive 
and his sales frequently run as high as a thousand 
papers a day, aside from the periodicals he disposes 
of. He has bern there 10 years and makes an average 
of about S2a week, He has suffered the loss of one 
leg. 

‘Grady doesn't bring his diamonds on dress parade 
white attend'ng to business, but he dresses nicely and 
is a young fellow of fine appearance and unusually 
pleasant addrers. Professional and business men and 
bankers constitute a large per cent of his customers. 

A great many nicely dressed women may be seen 
among his customers also. O'Grady associates with a 
clean-cut, well-dressed crowd of young fellows, and 
almost any evening willl show a number of these 
around the corner of Seventh and Olive waiting for 
him to finish his day's’ work. 

Quite a dferent ch°racter from O'Grady its Moritz 
Walter Stadthagen, Broodway and Olive, 60 years ola 
and reputed to be worth $100,000 or more. In 1878 
Btadthacen ard his brother “located” a copper pros- 
pect near Great Falls, Mont. Later he came to St. 
Louis and his brother drfted to New York. where 
he is said to be shining’ shocs. 

With the copper development of Montana by Sen- 
ator Clark, Mircus Daly and others that led to the 
formation of the Amalgamated by Standard Ol) came 
an attempt to secure poseersion of the interests of 
the Stadthagen brothers. Representatives of the 

Standard Ol] came to 8t. Louis to nesot'ate with 
Mortts Walter, but they could not reach an agree- 
ment. 

Pioally he was Induced to go to New York—at the 
_experee of the Standard Ol!—and, not winning him 
ayer there, the pereors interested suggested that the

To the trip 
Stadthagens agreed, and went—still at the expense 
the copper magnates. 

When they got to Montana, the story goes, they 
found that their mine lay in the center of a d strict 
being worked for all it was worth. Aside from its 
intrinsic value, the location of the prospect was of 
the highest importance to the development of other 
mines surrounding it. 

Drifts and tunnels could be run, thus saving great 
expense, if the copper company could secure the 
Stadthagen mine, which they already had surrounded. 
The St. Louis ‘‘newsboy” failed to be convinced, how- 
ever, and back to New York, and finally to St. Louis, 
he came, the men who wanted his mine still tratling 
him and doing their best to keep him from spending 
acent on his own entertainment—not an over hard 
task, be it said, 

It ts related that Moritz Walter Stadthagen, who 
sells newspapers day in and day out, rain or shine, 
snow or blow, at the busy Broadway and Olive cor- 
ner, refused a final offer of $147.000 for his copper 
mine. In addition to his mine, Stadthagen has seve 
eral thousand dollars in cash, and nobody knows 
what other property and money. 

Unlike many misers, Stadthagen does not keep his 
money about his person or hide it about the cellar he 
calls home. On the other hand, his fear of be'ng held 
up some night causes him to be a regular visitor to 
the bank that has his account, and the highwayman 
who would knock him on the head would never find 
more than a few dimes or coppers to reward him for 
his experiment. Stadthagen is very saving; he never 
wastes time to go to lunch, but makes hs morning 
meal last him until he goes “home” at night. 

Different from’ both O'Grady and Stadthsgen is 
George L. Ackerman, investor In real estate and the 
man who sel's more papers of every description than 
envone in St. Louis. His stand ts at the corner of 
Eichth and Olive, and his “office hours,” in hs own 
words, “are from 10 a. m. to 8 p. m.” Except for the 
time he takes for lunch he Is never away from his 
stand during those hours, no matter what the weath- 
er—nor ifs he ever there before or after hours. 

He has sold newspapers at that corner for § vears 
and 10 months and has missed 22 days in that time. 
Part of this absence was due t% a trin to Niagara 
Falls, the result of a prize won by him for selling tne 
most newspapers in a contest. Ack rman handles nu 
Sunday or St. Louls morn.ng papers, and never works 
on Sunday. 

“I believe tn one day for rest and recreation,”” he 
says. “Tl believe that I can sel) more papers during 
the remainder of the week by reason of the rest and 
be more courteous and obliging to my customers."”’ 

Ackerman is known as the “man who always has 
change.” He carries from 300 to 5% pennies to his 
“office” every morning and is extremely deft and 
quick In mak'ing ch onge. He has a wide reputation 
in St. Lou's for courtesy and hundreds of men go out 
of their way every night to buy their evening paper 
of him before taking a car hom, 

Ackerman lost his ieg In the St. Louis cyclone, Pre-

He is said to make $5) a week or more from his pa- 
pers. His is the only place uptown where all the 
newspapers of outside cities can be had. He owns 
his own home, which is nicely furnished, and owns 
a number of other residences. 

George Ackerman Jr., who sells papers at the oppo- 
site corner of Eighth and Olive, is his son, and an- 
other son hs his stand in the Odd Feliows’ Building 
on Olive street. Fo-.h go to school during the day and 
sell papers evenings. Edward, who has the Odd Fel- 
lows’ Building, attends St. Joseph’s and St. Mary's 
School in Carondelet, and George attends the Biow 
School, 

Isadore Rutstein, who for many years sold papers 
in front of the od Lindel! Hotel, and whom thousands 
of St. Loulsans will remember as “Rube,” has a gen- 


eral store over in Pine Bluff, Ark., and another in a 
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small town near there. He ts worth $15,000 to $15,0) 
and made ft a.) seli.ng newspapers—and is only 2 
years old. . 

William F. €&huttieworth, who has a news, book, 
cigar and tobacco store at 3912 Finney avenue, ac- 
quired it by selling newspapers. He, too, had a wide 
acquaintance with St. Louis bankers, business and 
professional men, who will remember his clear, melo- 
dious voice and courteous manner as he “hopped” ev- 
ery passing car of evenings at Vandeventer and Fin- 
nev avenues for 15 years. He has a vaiuabie busi- 
ness, 

Another familiar figure to

No word is too for 
him to pronounce correctly and he never mixes them 
up with that inmcongrulty for wh ch certain newsboys 
are noted. Sherman's tnoome averages $25 a week. 

Not all the newspaper venders of St. Louls have 
yet attained wealth, but there is group of them who 
are well on the way. As an example several may be 
picked from Yer*t man High School—and this story of 
their success May induce a big, generous public to 
help them succeed further. 

Jacob Baron, about 17 years old, ts at the Equitable 
Building, Seventh and Locust, from 4:3 until 8 o'clock 
every night. He comes there after a day spent at 
Yeatman and makes $10 or $12 a week in those “odd 
hours.”” During the duy his brother, Max Baron, has 
the corner. and before Mix was Morr's. 

It has come Guwn as a family heritage. Morris is 
now in the iron and metal business at Fort Worth, 
Tex., making money, aithough still only a young man 
in the early twenties. 

Milton Bellis, another Yeatman High School boy, 
has the Frisco Build ng from 4 te § and makes. on 
papers and periodicals, about $22 a week, while other 
wealthier Yeatman boys spend their evenings doing 
nothing, or worse. When he started to school, Milton 
had a neat iittie circular pr.nted, stating that he must 
give up his stand for school, but that he would be 
there every evening. 

This he closed with @ courteous request that his old 
sners continue their patronage and pasted a 
on every paper he seld for the first few 
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days. His earnings indicate that his customers re- 
sponded to the appeal. 

In front of the St. Louis Union Trust Build'nec. at 
Fourth and Locust, every night after Yeatman closes 
is Hyman Eitiinger. He sells 650 papers a day and 
makes $20 a week or more off of them. 

Hyman §fchucart, at Sixth and Pine, has no big 
office building as a direct stimulant to his trade, but 
he makes $12 a week after He also attends 
Yeatman. 

Frank Reeves, another Yeatman boy, has the Cen- 
tury Building. He stands d rectly in front of the ele- 
vator and few people get by him without a chance to

And why was John Armstrong Chanler, 
"83, called insane? 

Because, as the physicians said, 
at least some of them said so. 

They called him a hypochondriac—a person who 
thinks he is always ill.

He took to vegetarian- 
ism to get rid of his gouty condition. He got well. 
Today he eats nothing but dry bread, well sprinkled 
with salt, with an occasional pfece of cheese, and 
sometimes ice cream or candy.

Graphic Automatism Described. 

‘Graphic automatism’’ he defines thus:

We cannot say tnat all men of 
who do not attend church—the “bossed” 
principally—are not Christians or do not 
they simply cannot stomach churchianity. 

I believe that when we get to heaven we shall miss 
some people we expected to see there and that we 
shall see some people we did nut expect to see there, 
judging from the viewpoint of narrow theological 
ideas.

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Beheading Stone on Exhtbition 


HE ancient beheading stone at Stirling, Seot- 
land, which, tradition says, has been chris- 
tened many times over with royal blood, is 

now mounted on a pedestal and inuclosed in an iron 
cage, as the accompanying photograph shows. The 
iron cage was raised by public subseription at the 
instance of the Stirling National History and cated 
ologieal Society, 

The stone was used as a head-chopping block 
many hundreds of yéars ago, when executions for 
treason ahd other political offenses were both public 
and frequent.

HE rather startling statement of Bishop Sam- 
uel Fallows of Chicago introduces a new 
element into the already perplexing question, 

What is there to eat? 

Man has been told that he must not eat this or 
that. He has been forbidden meat, he has been for- 
bidden natural fruit. He has been warned agains: 
‘water. He has been told that there is typhoid in 
Oysters, leprosy in fish, cancer in tomatoes, insanity 
in strawberries. He has been told to cook every- 
thing. He has been warned that cooking kills nu- 
trition. Now comes the solemn warning of the 
church. 

“It all depends on what one eats,"’ says Bishop 
Fallows. ‘“‘You can make:a person good or bad, 
nervous or steady as a pendulum, honest or dis- 

; honest, dull or clever, simply by seeking the right 
kind of diet. 

“Tf every child was scientifically fed we would 
haye no moral baseness, no mental depravity, no 
spiritual ignorance. 

“When I was Superintendent of Instruction in 
Wisconsin, a good many years ago, I studied the 
effect of food upon the students. I was led to be- 
lieve—in fact I am certain—that food given to the

us to keep away from popular articles of everyday 
diet, one after another, until now there isn’t very 
much left that we may eat with a perfect sense of 
security and enjoyment. 

Prof. Metchnikoff, the distinguished French scien- 
tist, has just issued a warning against the danger 
of eating grapes. 

“Not only,” he maintains, “are grape seeds the 
liveliest incentive to appendicitis, but-the skins are 
covered with a fine dust which is a hotbed for deadly 
microbes. Washing the grapes is merely a farce. 
I have seen grapes plucked from the vine, washed 
and placed on the table to be eaten that way. The 
person who deliberately puts a grape of that kind 
into his mouth is in peril of death from a dozen 
different diseases, I have examined grapes, micro-

Eating g~ és is suicidal, and to 
give them to a child is a crime.” 

Prof. Metchnikoff’s declaration against the grape 
is also extended to apples, peaches, apricots, plums 
and cherries, the skins of which, he declares, are 
hotbeds for deadly microbes. 

We are solemnly warned by medical scientists 
that there is danger of catching Asiatic fever and 
typhoid fever every time we take a drink of wa- 
ter.

In despair, the hungry man may turn tO a vegeta- 
ble and fresh fish diet. He may remember with 
keen delight that Prof. Metchnikoff, in condemning 
grapes and other fruits, entirely overlooked the 
delicious strawberry. 


But we were warned not to eat strawberries sev- 
eral months ago. The strawberry is full of in- 
sanity germs, and has contributed more than any 
other known agent to the filling of asylums for the 
insane. 

We must not eat tomatoes unless we are willing 
to run the risk of contracting cancer and rheuma- 
tism. Catsup is warned against because it has been 
found to contain Nberal quantities of coal tar dyes 
and salicylic acid, which are not good for the gen- 
eral health. Butter is associated with coa? tar 
dyes and other injurious coloring matters. There 
is danger of copper poisoning in tea and of finding 
copper, bread and sawdust in coffee. 


Even the Egg No Longer Safe. 

Even the egg has now been officially declared un- 
safe by Secretary. Wilson of the Department of 
Agriculture at Washington. Typhoid fever germs, 
Secretary ‘Wilson ‘declares, may attach themselves 
to hens’ feet or feathers and then penetrate the 
egg before it is hatched. It is even possible for an 
egg to become infected with micro-organisms either 
before it is laid or after

Nobody supposed until quite recently that ordinary 
white bread, the staff of life, was a poison. We are 
warned not to eat it, as it has been sometimes found 
to contain alum, borax, chalk, carbonate of mag- 
nesia and bone. The alum, which is most commonly’ 
added to make weak floor absorb more water, is 
really injurious to the stomach. 


Then, too, rye flour, corn flour, rice, meat, pota- 
to starch and meal from peas or beans are added 
to cheapen the cost of flour milling. All these things 
contribute to a dyspeptic condition. The careless 
miller a..ows foreign seeds to mingle with the grain 
put im» the hopper. The most to be dreaded are 
cockles and darnel. The former discoiors the flour 
and the latter is poisonous. 


Oysters and clams and other shel] fish are pro- 
hibited now because they are agents for typhoid 
fever. 


Fresh meat is associated by science with vtomaine 
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“Boil the water and milk. Cook everything you 
eat,’ is the sage advice given by some specialists 
when asked what can be done to make food safe 
to eat. They urge that the bolling and cooking 
process is a sure way to kill any disease germs 
lurking in our food. 


In direct opposition to this advice is the argu- 
ment advanced by other food scientists that boiling 
takes the vitality out of water, while cooking de- 
stroys the nutritive qualities of foods in general. 

After all the solemn warnings against eating and 
drinking and the possible danger of eating some- 
thing which may mold your character along objec- 
tionable lines, have been fully considered, the ques- 
tion naturally rises, what is there to eat? 


Probably the most comforting answer is furnished 
by Prof. Irving Fisher of Yale, who says that the 
best way to select the food most suitable to you is 
to let your stomach make the selections. Prof. 
Fisher reached this decision at the conclusion of an 
experiment covering a period of 10 weeks as to the 
relation of endurance to diet. Nine Yale seniors 
were selected and given one test immediately after 
the holidays, when they were fresh from vacations, 
and another after a term of hard work. 

No attempt was made to prescribe a diet, but the 
men were simply asked to follow a Plan of eating 
slowly and thoroughly masticating their food, giving 
special attention to its taste and following implicitly 
the dictates of appetite. A record was kept of the 
food consumed by each man each day. : 


It was found that the men had decreased their 
food 10 per cent, the protelds 15 per cent and the 
consumption of meat and other flesh foods by #0 
per cent instinctively. In order to test the work- 
ing power of the men, trials of endurance were held 
at Yale gsymnasiym at the beginning of the expert- 
ment. The. same tests were repeated at the end. 
It was found that each of the nine men had itm- 
proved anywhere from 15 to more than 10 per cent, 


“despite the fact that no® special physical exercise 


had been taken. The average physical endurance 
was over 50 per cent. Strength tests were also 
given, and it was found that most of the men had 
increase’ in mental quickness, 
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Prof. Fisher declares that these experiments 
proved that it is possible for any person In two and 
one-half months, by simple mastication of the food, 
and by following the appetite in the selection of the 
foods, to improve the endurance fully 8 per cent. 


FOOD CAN CHANGE YOUR MORALS.

The statement made by Bishop Fallows of Chi- 
cago that food determines the character of man 
is based very strongly—more so than we probably 
realize—on fact. The character of a person's food 
should vary with age, climate, season, occupation 
and temperament. No one system of diet or clas» 
of food is adapted for all 

Food as a builder of brain and nerve tissue wields 
a direct influence on character; the failure to prop- 
erly nourish the brain or reinforce the nerve centers 
resulting very often in a complete change of a man 4 
personality.
